This means 
jobs for many former actors and direc- 
tors.

With headquarters in the Stephen 
Girard Hotel, the new company will 
handle lecturers, orchestras, musicians 
and performers for radio, stage, screen, 
night clubs and concerts. 

Dr. Feinmann has conducted operatic 
and symphonic organizations in Paris, 
Geneva, Frankfurt and Vienna, as well 
as in this country. Since 1920 he has 
been active in Philadelphia musical af- 
fairs, having conducted at various times 
the Beethoven Society, the Philharmonic 
Orchestra and Chorus, Pennsylvania 
Symphony, Camden Civie Music and the 
Cosmopolitan Light Opera Company of 
Philadelphia.

Wagner Bill Forces Union on 


udios; Gui 
Studios; Guilds 
HOLLYWOOD, June 29.—Members of 
the Screen Actors’ Guild and the Screen 
Writers’ Guild are anxiously awaiting 
the passage of the Wagner Bill, which 
they believe will force a recognition of 
the Guilds upo nthe producers and spell 
finis for the producer-owned Academy 
of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences. 
Bill grants employees the right of col- 
lective bargaining with their employers, 
an important feature of the scrapped 
NRA, and further states that employees 
have the right to choose by election 
representatives among their number to 
handle their interests in bargaining with 
employers. Act further provides that 
“nothing within this act shall be con- 
strued so as to interfere or impede or 
diminish in any way the right to strike.” 
According to the Guild, the passage 
of the bill will automatically force both 
Guilds upon the producers. Member- 
ships in both Guilds are so strong that

once the employees of any studio are 
allowed to select their representative 
body the Guilds will be unanimously 
elected to the bargaining position. 


There is nothing now in effect that 
would prevent the Academy from being 
discontinued other than the present 
free-lance agreement given free-lance 
actors thru the Academy. It is claimed 
that no contracts exist between the pro- 
ducers and the Academy. A writer's 
contract, however, is now in the process 
of being negotiated thru the Academy, 
but would no doubt be thrown out were 
the Wagner Bill passed. 


Passage of the bill will mean an im- 
portant session for the Screen Actors’ 
Guild when the annual membership 
meeting is held in July, for a campaign 
to bring about immediate recognition 
by producers would no doubt come up 
for discussion and action.

ET any unsubsidized —and 
+ therefore unbiased — show- 
man with the average quota 

of brains into a corner, give him a 
good cigar and a light and start 
asking him why vaudeville has 
been thrown into the backyard of 


the show business. As sure as 
Paul Whiteman sells cream cheese 
Mr. Showman will undoubtedly 
list a minimum of a dozen plausi- 
ble causes; each quite important 
by itself. But he is just as sure 
to either minimize the importance 
of double features or eliminate 
this as a factor entirely. This 
commentator has been almost as 
guilty of soft-pedaling the great- 
est cause of vaudeville’s decline 
as the other mourners at the 
‘grave of a giant that used to be. 
We have acknowledged from time 
to time the destructive effects of 
double-featuring on the film busi- 
ness, on show business in general 
and on vaudeville. But our fault 
has been lack of emphasis on 
double features as the single im- 
pediment in the way of vaudeville 
on its comeback trail. 


One of our more indulgent mail com- 
panions recently upbraided us in a mas- 
terpiece of pro bono publico writing for 
not stressing enough the malignancy that 
resides in half of the theaters thruout 
the country in the form of double and 
triple features. A pebble in the hoof of 
a steed can destroy an empire. The death 
of an heir apparent to a shaky throne 
can destroy the lives and happiness of 
millions. Such is the way of fate. The 
gentle prod administered by our kindly 
critic caused us to investigate as thoroly 
as New Deal “serenity” permits the whys 
and wherefores and pros and cons of the 
double-featuring evil. Perhaps our zeal 
for vaudeville’s cause accounts for un- 
conscious bias. We are not so sure of 
that. But we are as sure as we can be 
of anything that not a single redeeming 
feature of the practice of serving up 
double and triple portions of screen fare 
has been uncovered. 


The pity of the present situation in 
regard to dual features is that the prac- 
tice is condemned, according to reliable 
surveys, by 85 per cent of exhibitors, com- 
prising mostly men who are not at all 
kindly disposed toward vaudeville. Yet 
the practice persists, eating itself into 
the vitals of the film industry and serv- 
ing as the bar sinister to any move made 
outside of its periphery to put vaudeville 
back into the roster of the higher realms 
of the show business,

Why is double-featuring bad for the 
picture industry? An important ques- 
tion and the answers far more important. 
If any vaude entnusiast thinks he can 
accomplish anything with exhibitors 
along the lines of restoring vaudeville 
policies without convincing exhibitors 
that what stands in vaudeville’s way is 
fraught with injury to the picture busi- 
ness, too, he is an incurable ovtimist. As 
such should be locked up in a cell fur- 
nished with inhabited canary cages and 
back copies of The Billboard from the 
days when vaude was king and pictures 
a filler to take up some time while the 


folks are returning to their seats from 
intermission. 

Double features prolong the running 
time of a shcw to the extent that the 
exhibitor is tied down to half the show 
turnover when business is at all good. 
The effect on the box office is obvious. In 
such cases a single feature would provide 
for about twice the box-office turnover— 
and at less renta! expense. 

As a general rule dual features involve 
the combination of a weak film with a 
good one—and more often than not, a 
combination of two canned Cherry Sis- 
ters. The aim of showmen, regardless of 
the field in which they are engaged, is to 
provide balanced entertainment. An un- 
balanced show, regardless of the high en- 
tertainment value of the piece de resist- 
ance, impresses on the whole as a highly 
unsatisfactory item. Running a strong 
feature day and date with a quickie is 
akin to serving a feast fit for a king and 
for dessert forcing rotten eggs down the 
throats of the guests. 

Exhibitors are letting up howls all over 
the land about cutthroat admission 
prices. They should know (and if they 
don’t they shouldn’t be in the business) 
that double features are largely responsi- 
ble for the price-cutting wars. It is 
virtually impossible for the exhibitor to 
get by on triple features for any length 
of time. Therefcre his only out in the 
desperate effcrt to eliminate or stultify 
competition is to cut prices and give away 
merchandise. In short, to resort to every 
cheap practice and stunt conceivable— 
except to run an honest-to-goodness film 
theater. There is more pathos than humor 
in the gag that was recently printed in 
The Billboard about the lady who called 
up a theater and instead of asking the 
usual question about the feature piped 
up with the classic, “What dish are you 
playing tonight?” If dish-dispensing ex- 
hibitors look to this form of “enterprise” 
as the mainstay of their progress in the 
picture business they had better get 
ready with their hack driver's license be- 
fore they’re killed in the rush to the 
motor vehicle bureau, 

* * * 


Affiliated houses can and fhould lead 
the way in eliminating duals. They stand 
to benefit from such a move as much 48 
the indies. Distributors can help no 
little by inserting clauses in their con- 
tracts prohibiting the screening of their 
product on any double bill. As far as 
can be ascertained the only deterrent to 
distributing companies adopting this 
means at present to eradicate the double- 
featuring evil is that they fear and mis- 
trust each other. They feel that if they 
were to take the lead the other fellow 
would run out on them and grab the 
second-run gravy. 

There’s no argument on the point that 
if all producers came to an agreement 
on cuals the evil would cease to exist es 
soon as their machinery got into motion. 
There would be no usable product avail- 
able for paired features. 

The 50 per cent of theaters of the 
country being operated on a policy of 
duals are not in that category by choice. 
They are forced to march in the de- 
pressing procession because a few mal- 
contents refuse to join them in coming 
to a mass agreement to banish double 
features. This is a deplorable condition, 
indeed, when it is considered that out of 
every 100 exhibitors 85 of them are dead 
set against double features and the 15 die- 
hards are holding up the works. Regard- 
tess of how an exhibitor feels about the 
evils of duals personally, nobody can 
blame him for not making a goat of him- 
self by taking the lead in the move back 
to single features. Instead of helping 
him such a move would only make it 
easier for his competitors to put him out 
of business. 

* * + 


So goes the trend in the picture sec- 
tor. As for exhibitors who have displayed 
courage and enterprise by using vaude 
several days a week as a way out of the 
dual mess, data furnished by The Bill- 
board’s correspondents stationed at 
strategic points over the country reveal 
that their receipts have jumped. Which 
speaks more eloquently than the most 
impassioned speech ever made in behalf 
of vaudeville. 

It will not be long before indie films 
—the kind that comprise the let-down 
half of most dual bills—will be as ex- 
tinct as the dodo bird. Sooner or later, 
therefore, the average exhibitor will be 
forced to revert to single features. It 
would seem to be a wise procedure for 
the exhibitor to plan now what he is 
going to do when the props are kicked 
cut from under the flimsy double- 
featuring structure. When that time 
comes vaudeville will be the all-important 
factor in blending and rounding out pro- 
grdms and stimulating patronage.

high definition television, which will be 
carried out by a series of committees 
named by David Sarnoff. The inter-com- 
pany committees will be headed by Dr. W.

Five other leading authorities on radio 
and electronics will serve with Dr. Baker, 
who plans to draw heavily on all forms of 
entertainment now extant. 


In tre RCA statement of last May, it 
was pointed out that more than a year 
would be needed to construct a trans- 
mitter and experimental receiving sets. 
It is understood that approximately 500 
such sets would be distributed and from 
the tests made establish what sort of 
set would be manufactured for general 
merchandising to the public. But there 
is so much to be perfecced in the mean- 
time no future date can be set down 
definitely for any special movement. Price 
ranges are an important factor, since a 
tele receiving set will probably use about 
42 tubes and not a little electricity, 
estimated as four times as much as now 
used by the average radio set. 


Broadcasting Safe 


Broadcasting as an industry will hardly 
be endangered in the opinion of most 
experts who see “sight” as an adjunct of 
“sound” and sound is more important 
than the pictures. Radio has been doing 
okeh, but mute reproductions of pictures 
would be no bargain in themselves. The 
wrinkles yet to be ironed out are many, 
frankly states Dr. Baker, who says: “No- 
body knows how long it will take to iron 
some of them out in television as we 
know it today . . . there are numerable 
problems both technical and non- 
technical that can only be solved thru 
the operation of a controlled field test.” 
While confident of ultimate results, no 
authority is ready to hazard a guess much 
less a guarantee. 


Foreign experiments are considered 
ahead of American television, altho 
Canadian outfit is reported as having a 
75-mile range, as against the 17-mile 
range of RCA. The latter does not believe 
high definite pictures travel that far as 
yet. So-called toy sets for the public are 
out of the question with RCA which 
seeks to give the public a sound and 
substantial device that is out of the 
laboratory and as near perfect as possible 
to prevent a poor public acceptance, 

The piffie about television being held 
back is one of the unfunny jokes to the 
tele engineers who are breaking their 
necks to bring it out—but bring it out 
right. The problems holding back tele- 
vision are such that even tho the 
fundamental plan of transmission was 
okeh, the problem of putting it on a 
firm financial basis takes in designing of 
sets, commercial program possibilities, 
coverage of suitable areas and develop- 
ment of pleasing color to the pictures re- 
ceived, the desirable colors being a 
mixture of yellowish white. Richt now 
the complexion of the pictures are far 
from it. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Public hear- 
ing will be held on July 15, on the ap- 
plication of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and the New York 
Telephone Company for authorization to 
construct a coaxial cable between New 
York and Philadelphia.

UP Files Answer in Transradio 


Anti-Trust Action; Long 


NEW YORK, July 1.—United Press is 
due to file its answer to the suit brought 
by Transradio Press Service against UP, 
Associated Press, the American Newspa- 
per Publishers’ Association and the net- 
works today. It is presumed UP’s an- 
swer will be similar, to a great extent, 
to the answers filed last week by AP and 
the ANPA. Efforts by Columbia Broad- 
casting System, National Broadcasting 
and International News to strike out 
various portions of the Transradio com- 
plaint heard last week came out 50-50, 
some motions being denied and others 
drawing reserved decisions. Officers of 
the various defendant organizations filed 
answers at the same time. 


The long legal battle, bringing to- 
gether some of the most noted attor- 


neys at the bar, brought out these an-— 


swers from AP: Denial that AP has vi- 
olated any Congressional Acts (Sherman, 
Clayton, FCC Act); denial that AP is 
extending beyond its chartered activities 
by selling news to radio stations. AP 
answered every point in the petition, 
by denial, affirmation or allegation of 
having no knowledge of the point in 
question. Davis, Polk, Wardwell, Gardi- 
ner and Reed represent AP. 


ANPA answer 1!s somewhat similar, 
denying that the broadcasters are “in 
respect of receipt or broadcast of the 
news,” obtained from Press Radio Bu- 
reau, “in interstate or foreign commerce, 
or in any other commerce.” ANPA also 
denies being a party to the Press Radio 
Agreement (alleged). Property rights 
were discussed at length in the answer- 
ing briefs. 


NEW YORK, June 29.—Transradio 
Press Service is currently waging a sales 
promotion campaign featuring the angle 


of its claimed news beats. TR issued a. 


statement pointing out a beat on the 
result of the Carnera-Louis fight, quot- 
ing telegrams from clients in various 
sections of the country with the sta- 
tions stating they had the outcome of 
the fight on the air anywhere from five 
minutes to half an hour before com- 
petitors. WIP, Philadelphia, which has 
Transradio service, issued a statement 
that it beat its nearest competitor by 13 
minutes on the fight results. TR also

Woodbury Script 
Brings Squabble 


NEW YORK, July 1.—Differences be- 
tween Carl Bixby, author, who has been 
writing the radio serial Dangerous Para- 
dice, on NBC for Woodbury’s, and Nick 
Dawson, co-starred with Elsie Hitz in 
the production, are expected to come to 
a head this week. There is a possibility 
that efforts will be made, by injunc- 
tions, to get the show off the air. Ques- 
tion is over the ownership and author- 
ship of the serial. Bixby has placed his 
case in the hands of his attorney, Rob- 
ert Richter. Dawson was out during 
the past week, and not due back until 
today. 

Story, according to reliable sources, is 
that Dawson served notice on Bixby that 
he was desirous of changing authors on 
Paradise. Bixby said this was okeh with 
him—provided a royalty arrangement 
was worked out. Understood that Daw- 
son refused to do this, claiming he was 
the originator of the idea. Bixby’s claim 
is that it’s his idea, that he brought it 
to Dawson and that Dawson sold the 
script to its present sponsor. It is said 
that the writer will present contracts 
showing Dawson to have acted as an au- 
thor’s agent and that he received com- 
missions from Bixby as such. 

In further proof of Bixby’s allega- 
tions, will be offered the novel pub- 
lished under the same name as the radio 
serial.

Bunny Berrigan 
Reviewed Wednesday, 1:15-1:30 p.m. 
Style—Orchestra. Sustaining on WABC 
(CBS network). 


In the current trend accenting 
“swing” jazz, a definite movement for 
some time and brought to a focal point 
by Louis Prima, Bunny Berrigan is the 
latest to hit the limelight. He is a 
musician well known in music fields— 
a musician’s musician—and regarded as 
the torchiest trumpet tooter in the class 
of white players. They still give the 
nod to Louis Armstrong. But Berrigan 
can scorch with any of them, and bet- 
ter than most, without the screaming, 
noisesome blare that is too often found 
in this type music. 

Berrigan’s spots on CBS involve the 
use of regular CBS house men, a small 
setup, and both the instrumentation 
and type music remind of the early 
days of jazz when the boys made noise, 
went to town all the time and maybe 
all finished on the downbeat. Maybe. 
But, of course, there’s the big differ- 
ence time has brought in jazz, in that 
there is that definite finish and class 
to the music, not just noise. It’s real 
“swing” stuff, and for the listeners who 
like that grand to hear. To carry out 
the reversion to type are the numbers 
played, as witness, Got To See Mama 
Every Night, 12th Street Rag, Shine, 
Everybody Step.

WHIO Cut Judge 
Off Air; Wires Out 


DAYTON, O., June 29. — When Judge 
Null M. Hodapp, Municipal Court judge, 
took the WHIO mike in his own hands 
during the regular morning police court 
broadcast and began a tirade against 
Mrs. H. E. Talbott, local patroness of 
music, the station cut him off the air 
after allowing him to speak 10 minutes. 
L. J. Steiner, who was fired as general 
manager at WHIO recently, heard the 
broadcast as he was coming to town in 
his car and when he heard the station 
shut-off he rushed into court and ad- 
vised Hodapp, who was still talking into 
the instrument. 


Hodapp became incensed and he took 
out the WHIO wires and called Station- 
WSMK to make arrangements to install 
its apparatus in his courtroom. 


Hodapp’s wife some years ago joined 
the famous Westminster Choir, conduct- 
ed by Dr. John Finley Williamson, later 
leaving him for good. He chatges that 
Williamson and Mrs. Talbott, who has 
mothered the choir since established 
here by Williamson, estranged his wife. 
The choir is now at Princeton and Wil- 
Mamson cannot come into Ohio without 
facing arrest on warrants sworn out 
against him by Hodapp. 


ATLANTA, June 29.—Shall the police 
court proceedings in Atlanta be broad- 
cast is the question between the city 
council, WJTL and Judge John L. Cone, 
of the Recorder’s Court. The council 
says “no,” the station and Judge Cone 
say “yes.”

NEW YORK, June 29.—Racketeering, 
always present in the night-club field 
here, has now reached alarming pro- 
portions and many night-club owners 
are up in arms. A series of articles in 
The New York Post this week accused 
the Metropolitan Restaurant and Cafe- 
teria Owners’ Association of “shaking 
down” restaurant owners, charging 
them a $250 initiation fee, $5 a week 
dues and a $15 deposit for the organ- 
ization’s gold-plated plaque. The arti- 
cles claim the Metropolitan does not 
really serve the restaurateurs and that 
the association is run by Dutch 


Schultz’s gang of mobsters working in 
cahoots with Local 16 of the Hotel and 
Restaurant Workers’ Union, which has 
closed-shop agreements with most of 
the big night clubs. 

The expected State investigation into 
vice and racketeering in this city will 


probably go into the night-club situa- 
tion, and some night-spot proprietors 
are already working hard to cover up 
proof of misdoings. Governor Lehman 
yesterday ordered Justice McCook to 
convene an extraordinary session of the 
Supreme Court in preparation for the 
special grand jury meeting July 29. 


The racketeering situation reached 
public print last month when headline 
stories told of the government prepar- 
ing a drive on local gangs which preyed 
on business. The stories mentioned 
three gangs specializing in protecting 
“gyp cabarets.” 

A large theater cafe was stench- 
bombed regularly this spring. As it was 
employing union labor (Local 16), it is 
suspected that the bombing was the re- 
sult of a rival cafe attempting to put 
it out of business.

De South is probably the most unique 
eatery to open up within the New York 
district since the Flying Trapeze opened 
with its pin-game bar some months 
back. The spot is located on Queens 
boulevard, on Long Island, the boule- 
vard being the main artery of the Is- 
land. Place has several hundred square 
feet, all inclosed by fences, with no 
roof whatsoever except over a few of 
the tal§es and the stalls wherein the 
cooking is done. Tables and chairs 
are of the simple, rustic type. In the 
back is a barn with a hayloft. In the 
front is a paddock where a horse takes 
it easy all the time. One or two cumble 
down wagons are near the barn. Ex- 
amination shows that on the hay in 
the wagon lies a barefoot Negro boy, 
in overalls, “resting,” a wisp of straw in 
his mouth. The waitresses, all colored, 
are dressed in kids’ outfits, to get the 
effect of being about 15 years old. All 
the stalls, barn, etc., are painted white. 
It’s atmospheric all the way and plenty 
of showmanship. 

De South only opened last week-end 
and is already pulling in a heavy trade. 
No hard drinks, just beer, with the 
food, prepared Southern style, featuring 
fried chicken par excellence. The food 
is delicious and of fine quality. Prices 
are very low, 50 cents for fried chicken 
and biscuits, $1 tor a chicken dinner. 
There’s no doubt about the place catch- 
ing on. Most likely it will be the first 
of many to come.

Village Barn, New York 


This spot is one of the established 
money makers of the Village. It ts still 
getting plenty of trade at #1 and $1.50 
minimum and gives the customers a 
good quantity show and nice dance 
music.

Law Laid Down to Agencies 
By Michigan License Dept. 


DETROIT, June 29.—A statement of 
policy toward theatrical employment 
bureaus was made this week by Clarence 
R. Shaw, new deputy administrator of 
private employment bureaus in Michigan. 
“Bookers will have no trouble with this 
department if they play fair,” Shaw said. 
“We insist that all local cabarets ard 
gardens book thru one of our licensed 
Michigan agencies. The police regula- 
tions here insist upon this and we will 
back them to the limit. Booking agencies 
not located in Michigan must secure a 
Michigan license if they book any acts 
here.” 

Shaw also says: “Acts cannot book 
themselves directly either. When the act 
is booked by a licensed agent, the agent 
is responsible for payment in case the 
cabaret or theater manager fails to pay. 
Someone must be responsible for salaries 
and the position of a licensed booking 
agency is created to give this protection 
to the artist. At present we are conduct- 
ing a survey of theatrical bookings, par- 
ticularly of major downtown theaters. 
We are going to insist that all such book- 
ings be made thru a locally licensed 
agency, even tho some managers are ob- 
jecting to this because it means splitting 
fees of the New York or Chicago agencies 
with a local office. 


“A licensed agency may use practically 


any form of contract, but we occasionally 


will advise some changes. We have just 
outlawed a form of contract providing 
that an act must pay a commission to a 
particular office that has booked them 
once, if it plays again in this territory 
within a year. Under no consideration 
will we consider this a legal part of the 
contract.” 


Shaw drew up the first complete list 
of licensed agencies given to the press in 
about a year. Thirteen agencies are 
licensed to do business in Michigan, in- 
cluding one foreign agency, Barnes- 
Carruthers Fair Booking Association, 
which has a local office at the Ionia State 
Fairgrounds. All other agencies are 
located here and suburbs. The local 
agencies are: Amusement Booking Serv- 
ice, Artist Service Bureau, A. T. N. Book- 
ing Agency, Detroit Artists’ Bureau, Gus 
Sun Vaudeville Booking Agency, Mich- 
igan Vaudeville Association, National 
Orchestra Corporation and United Book- 
ing Association.

Chester Fredericks and Bubbles Stew- 
art, with Mimi and Honey, is a cute and 
entertaining act.

Roxy, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, June 28) 
(First Show) 

A large and enthusiastic audience 
filled the Roxy at the first show open- 
ing day. And it’s a safe guess that at 
least 80 per cent were attending not to 
see Sally Eilers in Alias Mary Dow (Uni- 
versal) on the screen, but Henry Armetta 
in person on the stage. When Freddy 
Mack, emseeing and leading the band 
in the pit, began Armetta’s announce- 
ment the crowd broke thru with bedlam 
that lasted until the screen comedian 
appeared. He’s on in the final spot, 
preceded by an Italian production num- 
ber that has the Gae Foster Girls doing 
a nice tambourine routine. Aided by 
an actress whose name in the announce- 
ment sounded like Dee Lorette, he goes 
thru a scene exemplifying his familiar 
type of Italian clowning—and the mob 
went for it like cloak-and-suiters for ‘a 
herring. Armetta rang in an Italian 
folk song, nicely delivered, at the end 
and the applause sounded like a hot day 
for the artillery on the Western Front. 

Peg-Leg Bates, on earlier in the show, 
rivaled (he may have equaled) Armet- 
ta’s applause with his sensational 
monoped dancing. When he took leaps, 


coming down and balancing on his 
wooden leg, the crowd went wild. And 
they should have; Bates is one of the 
most amazing dancers in the world to- 
day. Joaquin Garay, held over for still 
another week (he’s getting to be a one- 
man stock company at the Roxy), sang 
for a production number, in which the 
Foster kids went thru a bright, dif- 
ficult and beautifully executed drill 
routine with top guns, and then he 
followed with renditions of a pop and 
La Cucuracha, which forced him into a 
begoff. 

Williams McCullough, the current 
amateur air hour winner, plays a couple 
of tunes, The Bells of St. Mary’s and 
Sunshine of Your Smile, on musical 
bells, and the show is rounded out with 
the excellent interlude offered by 
Pansy, the human horse, a very funny 
routine. The eye-filling blond lovely 
who puts Pansy thru his (or her or 
their) paces is unbilled in the program 
but certainly rates some mention. 

The Foster kids’ third routine is the 
dance cycle held over from last week, 
with the same three teams—Nadine Gae 
and Harvey Karelf, Marie Hanlon and 
Paul Taggart and Gloria Quayle and 
Jack Melford—performing the featured 
portions, the three gals being pulled out 
of the Foster line. The Quayle kid, 
mentioned last week for her beauty, is 
developing into a real dancing person- 
ality. She ought to go far. 

Show closes a day early this week 
to allow The Raven to open on the 
Fourth. Since it’s in all ways a superior 
show, that seems a pity.

Earle, Philadelphia 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, June 28) 
(First Show) 

Leading off the stage bill this week 
are the second, third and fourth place 
winners in the recent Stanley-Warner 
amateur contest. The curtain opens on 
a house drop with the winners spotted 
across the stage. Charles Connor first 
steps to the mike to sing One Alone and 
Wagon Wheels. While lacking some of 
the tricks of selling a song, his smooth, 
powerful baritone voice won him a fine 
hand. The Keil Sisters, a duo, fol- 
lowed, harmonizing on Love and a Dime 
while one sister played a guitar. They 
change to an accordion and a banjo 
and play Tiger Rag. Girls have a flash 
finish with a precision tap dance. Like 
Connor, they are good bets for profes- 
sional work. A male trio followed, 
Brian, Rose and Amarosi. One played a 
guitar while the second did a creditable 
imitation of Bing Crosby singing When 
You Hold My Hand. Third member does 
whistling choruses. The trio ended 
with a hotcha version of Sweet Georgia 
Brown. Act showed natural talent but 
slow pace. The audience unlimbered its 
hands heartily for all three acts. 

In a tough spot after the local talent 
Johnny Sully and Muriel Thomas 
clicked with stooge comedy and gags 
before the curtain. Sully won laughs 
with a trick costume and a bedtime 
story aided by sound effects from the 
house ork. Couple close with a soft- 
shoe dance that brought an encore, for 
which they put on a proud papa-nasty 
child act at the mike. 

The Norman Thomas Quintet, a 
miniature Negro revue, used the full 
stage and a Harlem backdrop. Act opens 
with the singer of the group doing 
Hands Across the Table. Standing in 
rear of stage, his voice needed a mike 
and came across weakly. Two Harlem 
men dancers followed with a rhythm 
dance, then the pianist took the spot- 
light with an interpretation of Listen 
to the Mocking Bird, featuring tricky 
bird effects on the upper register. Ace 
number of act brought on the dusky 
drummer, rolling around the stage 
while beating time on objects with his 
drumsticks. The singer returned for 
an operatic selection. Using the mike 
this time, he won the biggest applause 
of the day. His number might not 
floor ’em at the Met, but plenty impres- 
sive for five-a-day audiences. Act ended 
with tap dancers returning for a fast 
number. 

Carl Shaw, with two stooges, Jerry 
Franks and Frances Arthur, put on a 
comedy skit entitled Gotta Get a Girl. 
Plot has Shaw trying to make the un- 
willing dame, who wants to <eep in 
with Franks. Using a black drop and 
small set pieces, it was carried from a 
front door of girl’s home to a night 
club. Plenty chance for Shaw to do 
comedy falls and dances. Highlight of 
the act is when the hard-working Shaw 
practices his loving technique on a life- 
size dummy whose feet are attached 


to his, allowing for burlesque dances. 

Irene Vermillion and the Dart En- 
semble—five 
out the bill. 
in practically same shape, but the cus- 
tomers liked it just as well. Irene leads 
off with an interpretative dance to the 
cornet music. Exits for costume change 
while the quartet played Sometimes I’m 
Happy and Night and Day. Irene back 
for her spider and butterfly dance, fea- 
turing a cobweb backdrop with a me- 
chanical spider. Brief costume and 
acrobatic dancing clicked with patrons. 
The cornetists stepped out again with 
a hot number featuring fast tonguing 
by soloists. Irene back for last num- 
ber, a jungle dance in which she beats 
two drums and does splits and trick 
somersaults over the stage.

Orpheum, New York

An exceptionally well-balanced bill 
was booked into the Orpheum this half, 
and judging from the audience reaction 
it hit on all cylinders. 

Show opened with the Lamaire 
Brothers, hand balancers and tap danc- 
ers. In full dress, the trio perform 
balancing stunts that are outstanding. 
The closing is fast with a tap routine 
that brought a big hand. The act has 
class. 

Ruth Ford, a shapely looker, gave a 
number of impersonations that went 
over well. She took off an opera singer, 
an Italian woman at the movies and a 
Spanish dance burlesque. The audience 
went for her in a big way. Her delivery 
is clever and she works hard to put her 
stuff across. 

Walters and Walters, a team of ven- 
triloquists, working with boy and girl 
dummies, have a unique act. The dum- 
mies carry on repartee with clever lines. 
The male member of the act does a 
voice-throwing routine while playing a 
sliding whistle. He accompanies the 
dummy, throwing his voice while play- 
ing. The partner, a girl, does a clever 
imitation with a doll. The act is out 
of the ordinary and deserved the three 
bows. 

Jack Blue was the headliner. He goes 
thru his usual routine, the funniest 
thing being a takeoff of a taxi dance 
hall. With a stately blonde he keeps 
the crowd in an uproar. His dying 
swan number was a wow. He worked 
hard and his efforts were appreciated. 
It took four bows to satisfy the audi- 
ence. 

The bill closes with Mann, Dupree and 
Lee, an unusually clever dance trio. The 
two boys and a girl go thru their paces 
of intricate dance steps and their pre- 
cision is perfect. Mann does an eccen- 
tric soft-shoe number, in which he com- 
bines arm motions that put him in a 
class by himself. Dupree and Lee do a 
modernistic ballroom number which 
calls for acrobatics and tap.

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SUMMER LOOKS HOPEFUL 


Chance That Almost Dozen Shows 
Will Weather Current Hot Spell 


“Anything Goes,” “The Children’s Hour,” “The Old 
Maid,” “Personal Appearance” and “Three Men on a 
Horse” seem certain stayers—best summer expected 


‘NEW YORK, June 29.—Despite gloomy predictions, disappointments (in part 
at least) in the past season, and despite the fact that the list of coming attractions 
from now to next season looks like the Sahara Desert at high noon, the approaching 
hot spell shapes up as maybe the best that Broadway has seen in years. Five years 
ago a dozen shows running on midsummer night’s eve were hailed with weeping and 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. ‘Last season five shows on Broadway during the 
beach-and-bathtub era was a commonplace. Earlier this spring, with shows dropping 


off and announcements coming in as 
slowly as customers to a revival of Them’s 
the Reporters, it looked as tho even that 
all-time low mark might be smashed. 

With renewed strength shown by the 
long-runners, however, and with one or 
two comparatively new hopefuls, the pic- 
ture has changed. It now looks as tho 
five shows would be absolute rock- 
bottom for this season, with good chances 
that 9 or even 11 may be the low mark 
for the 1935 solstice spell. With all the 
breaks in favor (which can't be expected) 
15 shows would run thru the dog days. 

Of the 16 now on, one, The -Petrified 
Forest, definitely goes off tonight, be- 
cause Leslie Howard wants to vacation in 
England. Otherwise show would be 4a 
leading contender to weather the heat 
wave. Several others are doubtful, in- 
cluding Something Gay and Ceiling Zero, 
both of which previously announced 
closings and then changed their minds. 
In any case, chances are against their 
holding out for eny length of time. Also 
on the doubtful list is Accent on Youth, 
with its entire original cast replaced. 
Kerineth McKenna and Claudia Morgan, 
present leads, have been announced in a 
summer spot, lending weight to the clos- 
ing. Kind Lady is also a vacation victim 
tonight (Grace George in this case), but 
it reopens August 26. 

Two one-acters by Clifford Odets, Till 
the Day I Die and Waiting for Lefty, 
given on a single bill by the Group Thea- 
ter, also figured unlikely for summer 
trade, being heavy and veering sharply 
to the left. Publicity attendant on 
various bannings of Lefty thruout the 
country, however, plus many presenta- 
tions by amateur left-wing groups, may 
bolster trade. 

On the other hand, however, there are 
five shows practically certain to go thru 
until fall: Anything Goes, The Children’s 
Hour, The Old Maid, Personal Appear- 
ance and Three Men on a Horse. Di- 
minished competition should help these 
high-grossing oldtimers with the sum- 
mer trade, plus country-wide talk con- 
cerning many of them, notably Anything 
Goes, Hour and Maid, Jatter on basis of 
Pulitzer Prize award. 

Awake and Sing, another Odets opus, 
figured a possible stayer, altho type of 
show and characters dealt with are little 
likely to appeal to fireman trade. Car- 
Toll's Sketch Book should make it, pro- 
viding the conventionites (prize cus- 
tomers for this sort always) rally in suf- 
ficient numbers. Tobacco,Road, over 600 
performances old, goes On and on and 
should make the summer with something 
to spare, in view of its low nut. 

That would make eight if all stayed, 
while two more also look pretty good, 
Fly Away Home and Petticoat Fever. Low 
nuts on both, while latter, now under 
Albert Bannister management, will try 
to get along with substitute cast, plus 
extensive use cf cutrates, throwaways 
and two-for-ones. Banister did it last 
summer with Are You Decent? a much 
less attractive show, and may repeat this 
session. 

Only announcement on the books from 
now until August is Here and There, in- 
timate revue contemplated by Edgar 
Allen. Gilbert and Sullivan revivals at 
the Adelphi will bolster up the box score 
for a few weeks during midsummer, mak- 
ing a good chance for a 9 or 11 low mark.

Equity Moves for 
Less Noise on Stem 


NEW YORK, June 29.—Move of the 
League For Less Noise, which presented 
the mayor with a resolution this week, 
was indorsed by Equity, on the angle 
that honking, etc., interferes with per- 
formances, annoying actors and cus- 
tomers. Frank Gillmore, Equity presi- 
dent, wrote the mayor supporting the 
League’s plea. 

Gillmore’s letter read in part: “Many 
audiences in our theaters today are an- 
noyed by the constant blowing of auto- 
mobile horns, of hawkers’ cries, etc., in 
the street outside. This is particularly 
true in the summer when the doors, for 
comfort’s sake, are obliged to be left 
open. Thus we believe that the appeal 
of the League For Less Noise, if supported 
by you, Mr. Mayor, will not only be a 
benefit to the individual citizen but to 
playgoers as a class, and consequently it 
must receive the support of all actors and 
managers.” 

Individual managers contacted are all 
heartily in accord. Several years ago the 
League of New York Theaters tried to 
push thru similar rulings for the

FRO OUT FRONT 


By Eugene Burr 


The Board of Aldermen has passed the Stand Bill, providing for Sunday shows 
in the city of New York, and the mayor has dutifully, if perfunctorily, affixed his 
Hancock. Yet it is extremely doubtful that Sunday shows will actually be seen 
here even in the fall. 

Equity is holding its referendum on the question, and it is quite possible 
that the result will be in favor of Sunday playing. Yet, even if that proves so, it is 
almost certain that the members will vote to demand an extra two-eighths of a 
week’s salary for each Sabbath upon which their religious natures are defiled by 
work. And such a ruling would amount to almost the same thing as refusing to 
play. The shows which hope to benefit by Sundays, the shows which waver on 
the line between red and biack, would see all extra profits—if any—dissipated 
on the company’s salary sheet. : 

Equity members feel that if the managers think Sundays will be profitabl 
actors may as well share in such profits. That is all very well, but there is no 
reason for the actors to hog all possible gains. They will still be playing only six 
evenings and two matinees a week, since the State and city bills provide that a 
weekly day of rest must be given them. Even overtime in other fields is seldom 
rewarded with more than time-and-a-half salaries. Sunday would not be over- 
time for Equity players—yet they want three times as much for playing Sunday 
performances as for playing any other day. If their consciences are so tender and 
their religious sensibilities so acute that only money can salve them, it would 
still seem that time-and-a-half on Sundays would be sufficient. That would 
+ gg imamaa pc of a week’s salary extra for playing on the Sabbath; not two-

In sharp contrast is the managers’ attitude toward a ruling which Equity re- 
cently put thru, that providing salary—or “expense money,” as it is euphemistically 
called—during the rehearsal period. Surely that was as sharp a blow to managers 
as Sunday playing would be to Equity members; sharper, probzbly, since it means 
actual money out of the pocket, rather than mere loss of the Sunday evening 
church attendance, bridge game or night in bed. Yet the managers issued no 
squawk. Here and there an isolated yowl could be faintly distinguished, but for 
the most part the producers took it like men. It would speed rehearsals, they 
said, trying to see the bright side. A few even came out flatly and said that it 
was only fair to the actor, something to which no equitable person might object. 

Equity. however, reacts differently. It was beaten fairly and squarely on the 
Sunday show question, after a fight which (with the aid of various fanatical and 
disgustingly race-prejudiced blue-noses) it had managed to protract for years. It 
fought to the last, and was beaten on its own ground. It sees that, if it refuses 
to play Sundays, public opinion can be marshaled powerfully against it. So the 
members, according to present indications, are inciined to accept Sundays with 
a rider which prevents them as effectually as a flat refusal to play. 

It may very well be that Sunday shows will fail to help the theater at all; 
but, meanwhile, the managers think that they will—and anything that may 
possibly aid the theater in any way should at least be given a chance by those 
who, theoretically, have the theater’s interests at heart. 


ForumAttacks 
Non-ProRelief 


Protest little theater proj- 
ect of relief bureau, call- 
ing it —— to pros 


NEW YORK, June 29. — The Actors’ 
Forum, militant Equity group, lodged a 
vehement protest against the projected 
Little Theater Group of the Drama Unit 
of the Works Division Emergency Relief 
Bureau at a meeting held Thursday night 
and early Friday morning in the Union 
Church. It is planned to take the com- 
plaint to Equity itself in an effort to get 
the parent organization to protest against 
the Little Theater Group. It is the 
Forum’s idea that the group, as outlined, 
will turn out to be competition to pro 
legit and to pro actors in particular. 

Protest was based on the prospectus of 
the little theater project, a one-page 
mimeographed affair which was read by 
George Heller, Equity council member, at 
the meeting. According to the prospectus, 
the Little Theater Group will present 
plays in parks, recreational centers, etc., 
in the same manner as the professional 
relief project, using pro directors and 
mounting, with scenery handled by “ex- 
perienced” stagehands, but with “semi- 
professional or amateur” actors. Per- 
formances would be booked on “a circuit 
that has been played all season,” figured 
as meaning the circuit played by_the pro 
relief troupes. The prospectus promised 
to participants “excellent and invaluable 
training and experience gained by per- 
forming frequently before a _ great 
variety of different types of audiences.” 

The meeting was indignant. One com- 
ment compared the outlined procedure 
with the government taking non-union 
painters and putting them to work in 
competition with union men, while 
others pointed out that everything was 
pro in the project except the actors, 
which was callec unfair discrimination. 
A resolution was adopted denouncing the 
policies outlined in the prospectus and 
Equity will be asked to lodge a formal 
complaint with the relief authorities. 

Joy Higgins, director of the Little The- 
ater Group, said the Forum miscon- 
strued the policy of the outfit. She 
pointed out that the amateurs nad played 
the pro relief stages on the portable the- 
aters last summer, tho admitting that 
then the little theaterites appeared only 
in the afternoons, when no pros were 
scheduled. This vear they're due to make 
night appearances also. She did, how- 
ever, argue against the competition angle, 
claiming that the project would give 
work to 28 pros who would not other- 
wise get it, since the pro relief is at the 
limit of its budget, also saying that the 
project did not interd to encourage the 
amateurs to go on the stage. The “semi- 
professional or amateur” wording, she 
said, should have read “non-professional! 
or amateur.” 

The Billboard came out against the 
amateur project last summer when it was 
first announced, but since it was then 
confined to a stage-filling affair while 
the pros were idle, no formal protest was 
made. 
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Summer Bonds Come In 


NEW YORK, June 29.—Bonds for the 
only two shows to come into New York 
for the summer are being set at Equity. 
The Gilbert and Sullivan revivals (only 
show which will come in before August 
1, when the new seacon officially starts) 
has been put up in part.

NEW YORK, June 29.—Ned Wayburn 
presented his 1935 dance recital and 
radio revue at the AWA clubhouse on 
57th street Saturday, giving the pupils 
in his school a chance to perform be- 
fore pleased parents and conscientious 
show-business scouts. The afternoon 
session lasted from 2 o’clock until 20 
minutes before 8. Just when the eve- 
ning session ended is probably known 
only to Mr. Wayburn, the participants 
and those die-hards in the audience who 
managed to stick it out.

In general the little tots licked their 
older schoolmates all down the line.

more ability. The general level, how- 
ever, was uniformly high and many of 
the kids seemed ripe for professional 
appearances. The recital ran the gamut, 
as they used to say, of the entertain- 
ment field—and if it also ran to the 
end of many auditors’ patience that was 
only because of the undue length. 
Grand opera was included with a scene 
from Cavalleria Rusticana, quite nicely 
sung all things considered, and the 
drama was represented by a one-act 
play called Blind, written by Arthur 
Brown and acted by five of the older 
pupils, all girls. Mr. Brown, of whom 
nothing has been heard hitherto in this 
corner, proved himself one of the world’s 
worst playwrights, and the girls, in 
various other interludes, proved that 
they are all excellent dancers. 

But, aside from that excursion into a 
foreign field, the recital ran smoothly 
and well, particularly when its length is 
considered.

NEW YORK, June 29.—From every section of the country comes word that 


exhibitors are running wild on giveaways 


and the practice has reached such pro- 


portions that unless some restrictions are placed on it, it threatens the husiness 
lives of many exhibitors. While the code was active a certain amount of restraint 
was exercised, but now there is no place to stop. Starting off with dishes as give- 
aways, the practice has now reached the point where automobiles, city lots and 


other big prizes go to the lucky number holders. 


straight picture policy are being forced 
to adopt gambling methods in order to 
com : 

Conservative theater owners are point- 
ing out that theaters are no longer places 
of amusement, but have been converted 
into gambling joints. Patrons do not 
attend to see a picture, but merely on a 
gambling chance of winning a prize. The 
observers claim that the unlimited give- 
away policy is going to react against the 
industry as a whole. 

It is reasonable to believe that parents 
will soon start keeping their children 
from places where the giveaway assumes 
the proportions of a gambling casino, 
owing to an undesirable element that 
will finally be attracted. 

The theater owners are also giving the 
“blue noses” ammunition with which to 
fight pictures. They will be able to point 
to the gambling and make it tough for 
all houses thru legislative measures. 

Most conservative exhibitors are against 
giveaways, no matter how small the ob- 
ject is. They beiieve that a theater is a 
place of amusement and as such should 
be kept clean. At the moment there is 
no indication that the practice will stép, 
but certain cities are preparing laws to 
put a damper on all giveaways and force 
theaters to abandon them or suffer loss 
of licenses.

Mo- 
tion picture theater owners, theater 
managers and radio men of Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, represented by council, 
accused the Society of unfair and loose 
business practices. The picture men in 
one accord took the stand that possibly 
the author and composer were entitled 
to some consideration, but as the ex- 
hibitors rented the films intact any fees 
or recording rights should be collected 
from the producer. 

The Society levies a charge of 10 cents 
a seat against each theater and upon 
payment issues a license which covers 
performing rights on all films shown for 
one year. Several test cases have been 
won by the Society in Eastern Canada, 
the results of which have been used to 
force Western theaters into line. How- 
ever, the fee has always been paid under 
protest. 

Radio men took the same stand, citing 
@ number of cases where certain license 
fees were demanded, and after consider- 
able correspondence were cut as much 
as 50 per cent and settlement made. 

The Society was further criticized at 
Winnipeg when theater managers of 
Manitoba appeared before the commis- 
sion. Charles Weiner, secre of the 
Manitoba Film Exhibitors’ Association, 
who termed the Society nothing more 
than a “racket,” stated he was afraid 
other copyright organizations now oper- 
ating elsewhere might enter Canada and 
demand licenses in a similar fashion. 
The license these people issue is nothing 
less than “brigandage,” he said. 

The commission will resume its in- 
quiry in Toronto at a future date. 


Michigan Exhibs To 
Make Own Deliveries 


DETROIT, June 29. — Independent 
Theater Owners, Inc., has been formed 
by a group of up-State theater ex- 
hibitors to handle film trucking in 
Michigan. Altho authorized to handle 
other forms of theater operation, and 
apparently to operate either as a circuit 
or as a trade association, there is no 
present intention of entering either of 
these fields, Joseph A. Smith, general 
manager, told The Billboard. 

Smith is the head of Exhibitors’ 
Truck Service, which will also continue 
to operate independently. Smith has 
covered the southern portion of Michi- 
gan only, while most of the member 
theaters of the new organization are 
north of Detroit. Two trucks and 
equipment were purchased from Ex- 
hibitors’ Truck Service, and the com- 
Pany is now in active operation. 

Smith said that he was unable to get 
@ public utilities commission permit to 
operate in this territory, and that the 
separate corporation was formed be- 
cause of this situation, which he at- 
tributes to political influence. 

Twenty-five or more theaters are in 
the new organization, which has.elected 
the following officers: William A. Cassi- 
dy, Midland, president; William Rentz, 
Bay City, vice-president; Stanley J. 
Marz, Saginaw, secretary and treasurer, 
and directors: Harold Bernstein, Bay 
City; Roy Beechler, St. Johns, James 
Crist and George C. Marr, Saginaw;

Over All Voluntary Code Plans 


NEW YORK, June 29.—The talk of a 
yoluntary code for the motion picture 
industry is falling on deaf ears thruout 
the country. Most exhibitors are flatly 
against it, claiming that it would not be 
enforced, and the setup would be a pre- 
ponderance of producers’ representation 
against the exhibs and nothing would 
be gained as far as the independent is 
concerned. ; 

There are isolated cases of exhibitor 
groups favoring a code setup with many 
reservations, but as a whole there is 
lack of interest on the part of most 
theater owners. 

The Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America as a body would no doubt agree 
to a voluntary code, but Allied is de- 
cidedly against it and has advised its 
members to avoid any future entangle- 
ments, pointing out that the federal 
code did not answer its purpose and 
there is no reason to believe that a 
voluntary one would be any better. 

It is agreed that with the code out 
of the way there will be a deluge of 


Bank Nights May 
Be Doomed in Neb. 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 29.—Bank-night 
proponents in Nebraska are getting the 
scare of their lives out of the proposed 
suit filed by County Attorney Towle 
here against Roy Headrich, suburban 
Havelock exhib, who has been using the 
stunt. Nebraska has a strict set of lot- 
tery laws, but the State attorney-gen- 
eral’s office has let the stunt alone as 
long as there have been no complaints. 
Some protest for the Havelock use came 
to the county attorney’s office and he 
immediately filed against Headrich, as- 
suring him the matter would be dropped 
if he desisted. 

Harry Weinberg and Ralph Blank, re- 
spective heads of the General Theaters 
and Central States chains here, which 
are sponsoring the bank night in the 
State, were both in here last week trying 
to get Headrich to lay off so the charges 
would be dropped and no precedent set 
up which could be used against them. 
Fly in their ointment is that Headrich 
wants to test it. 


Republic Schedule 
Calls for 57 Films 


NEW YORK, June 29.—Further ex- 
pansion and new affiliations at Republic 
Pictures since its first seasonal an- 
houncement was made recently has re- 
sulted in an enlarged program for 1985- 
36, according to W. Ray Johnston, 
president of the company. 

Instead of 46 attractions, as first an- 
hounced, there will be 57, divided into 
six groups. These consist of 10 Re- 
public Gold Medal Specials, 22 Republic 
Blue Ribbon Winners, 5 Fast Action 
Group, 8 John Wayne Action Dramas, 
8 Gene Autry Musical Westerns and 4 
Nat Levine Serials. 


“G Men” Line Dropped 


CHICAGO, June 29.—After several 
Postponements the case filed by Vita- 
graph. Inc., against the Great States 
Theater Circuit was disposed of this 
week before Judge John P. McGoorty, 
of the Superior Court. Vitagraph, Inc., 
had asked for an injunction tc prevent 
Great States from the misleading use of 
the line G Men in connection with ad- 
Vertising a film not made by Warner 
Brothers. Altho denied an injunction, 
Vitagraph won its point, as Great States 
agreed not to use the objectionable ex- 
Pression and filed a stipulation to that 
effect in court, making it a matter of 
legal record.

It is conceded that there is at 
present no means of combating unfair 
practices and exhibitors are holding 
their breath and hoping for the best. 


Michigan Allied 
Fights Giveaways 


DETROIT, June 29.—An attack on 
theater premiums was: made this week 
by Henderson M. Richey, general man- 
ager of Allied Theaters of Michigan, in 
an executive meeting of Allied. Richey 
said: 

“Our organization must find a way 
to outlaw the return of wholesale give- 
aways in Detroit. It is no trick to do 
this kind of business, for if one theater 
does it it is just as easy for another to 
follow suit. In my opinion, this is an 
unethical and unwise practice.” 

A letter was sent to Duncan McCrea, 
Wayne County prosecuting attorney, 
asking for a statement of position on 
lottery violations. At the same time 
McCrea issued an order against the use 
of Screeno in Detroit theaters. 


Court Will Approve 
Cinema Art Stock Sale 


WILMINGTON, Del., June 29.—That 
he will approve the sale by the Art 
Cinema Corporation of the block of 1,000 
shares of United Artists Corporation cap- 
ital stock it owred was indicated here 
this week by Chancellor Josiah O. Wol- 
cott in Chancery Court. The stcck is to 
be sold to United Artists for $650,000. 

Several days ago United Artists ap- 
proved of the purchase of this block and 
also a block of 1,000 shares owned by 
Joseph M. Schenck, since resigned as 
president and chairman of the board of 
the corporation. The same price is to be 
Paid for his stock. 

Control of the corporation upon retire- 
ment of the 2,000 shares will rest with 
Mary Pickford, Charles Chaplin, Douglas 
Fairbanks and Samuel Goldwyn. Each 
own 1,000 shares.

T REMAINED for the Theater Owners of Mississippi to pool power in opposing 
political office seekers who are not favorable to the motion picture business. 
The organization has come out flat-footed for Dennis Murphree, candidate for 

governor of Mississippi. Murphree is the only candidate to announce his position 

regarding pictures. It is time exhibitors used their strength in electing friends, 

instead of waiting until enemies assume power and then try to fight them. We 

hope other exhibitor organizations will follow the lead of the Mississippi group. 
7 * * 

It behooves Mr. Otterson, newly elected president of Paramount, to determine 
why his company is turning out consistently bad films. They have not had a hit 
since Bengal Lancers, and no company can make the grade on one good picture 
every six months. There is too much competition in this business to get by on 
reputation of former product. Paramount has the players, directors and studio 
facilities, but choice of stories has been exceptionally bad. Poor yarns have 
practically washed up George Raft. Bing Crosby is not getting a break on vehicies, 
and Mae West is slipping, due largely to stories. It is one thing to give salesmen 
pep talks on coming productions, but it {fs another story when the salesmen go out 
in the field and try to sell exhibitors who have been stung. 

* *” * 

Reports from every section of the country show that exhibitors are almust 
100 per cent against any code, voluntary or otherwise. They feel that if the 
federal government could not curb abuses thru the code, certainly a voluntary one 
could not be enforced. Theater owners are now content to plug along and try 
to get the best breaks possible. When they feel they are imposed upon they will 
take their grievances to court. Independent exhibitors have no confidence in any 
tieup with producers and are not reticent about admitting it.. 

* * * 

The country is going “giveaway” mad. Exhibitors are presenting patrons 
with everything from dishes to automobiles. One Midwest exhibitor will give 
away 58 cars during the year. This all comes under the head of exhibition of 
pictures. Just where it will stop no one knows, but it is believed that if the pro- 
ducers would turn out more good pictures the bait of an automobile would not 
be required to attract patrons. What with bank nights, grocery nights and what 
not, theaters are becoming gambling houses rather than places of amusement. 

* * * 

Unless the major producers make drastic reductions in percentages in their 
picture selling next season they are going to find tough going in many spots. 
Several exhibitor groups are prepared to put an active boycott in operation against 
companies that demand the exhibitor’s shirt. Prices last year were far too 
high for the type of ‘pictures produced. They looked good in the press sheets, but 


the theater owner is not selling press sheets. 


Film salesmen will have their ears 


burned off when they try to hold up the theater owner when the next buying season 


rolls around. 


« « * 
It is understood that the Department of Justice has demanded certain cor- 
respondence and papers regarding theater situations in Texas with an eye to starting 
suits. The Code Authority has been asked, according to reports, to turn over 


certain files. 


The move by the government is putting many of the big shots in a 


jittery condition. The government works slowly, but it always manages to catch 


up at the finish.

the change from under the table to open 
absorption. 

Departure from Broadway of racketeer 
backed places came as the aftermath of 
prohibition’s welcome funeral. The busi- 
ness is getting into the hands now of 
men who intend running it as a business 
and that only. Where even up to slight- 
ly more than a year ago a habitue 
might know that Big Noise No. 1 and his 
stooges might be at such and such a 
club, and the same for the other boys, 
now that is out. The lads may be in 
rackets, but those rackets call for strictly 
under-cover policies. And, without ro- 
mancing, it must be reported that the 
fear of “G” men is just as strong as ever, 
if not more so, and the general eye- 
shutting to liquor violations is out. There 
are some spots still attributed in full or 
part to “mob” ownership, but few. 

New Yorkers never meant much at box 
office to night spots, and that has be- 
come even more obvious lately, say night- 
club men. Veteran night clubbers who 
walked into a spot a few years ago and 
knew many attendant no longer do. An 
eccasional face may be familiar. Other- 
wise it’s all Dubuque and Lame Gulch. 
Only time the local citizenry may go toa 
spot is when it first opens. That, and the 
regular society play that always holds, 
except that it’s diminished now. 


Drinking Changes 

Final change in drinking is one that 
went like this.

One year ago the demands began to 
pour into the offices of your Endurance 
Show editor, Don King, and it was but 
a short time later that the demands and 
suggestions were crystallized into defi- 
nite form. As a result the National 
Endurance Amusements Association was 
formed in a convention held in Chicago, 
the operators starting the ball rolling. 

A great cheer arose among the con- 
testants and employees and each of 
these factors, eagerly awaited the day 
when they, too, could join and actually 
participate in the benefits of member- 
ship. Their hopes were realized when 
it was decided to permit all active in 
the endurance field to join at a nomi- 
nal cost.

are the poorest 
excuses for mu- 
sical organizations that he ever has 
listened to. In reply to that, I say that 
the circus bands are A No. 1 as com- 
pared to the hundreds of town bands 
in the country to which one has to 
listen. Circus musicians are thoroly 
schooled in practical business music, so 
to speak, and are capable, and more s0, 
than other musicians. 

Mr. Glass also states that bands of 
from 10 to 20 men are not capable of 
playing creditable musical programs. I 
consider that statement “all wet,” as I 
have played in bands of 10 men any 
mumber of K. L. King’s heaviest 
marches and his overtures, meaning 
that there are any number of creditable 
numbers written for small bands. Where 
can he hear a better organization than 
Merle Evans’ Band of 26 men? It is 
capable of playing all concert numbers 
as well as the modern stuff, and there 
is no better organization on the road 
today. Eddie Woeckener’s Band is 
A No. 1. It is of different style, with 
plenty of pep and flash and capable of 
playing modern jazz and concert num- 
bers. We are living in 1935, Mr. Glass 
should remember, when the long-haired 
stuff in the ring concert, etc., is more 
or less out of place. 

A few years ago when the union 
scale was much lower than it is today 
the bands consisted of from 25 to 35 
men. Naturally when the scale went to 
$40 per man the bands were cut. That 
accounts for the number of men in cir- 
cus bands nowadays. Featuring a band 
cannot be done other than in the ring 
concert preceding the performance, and 
in this respect Eddie Woeckener comes 
first. But we must remember that the 
public is paying to see the show, not to 
hear the band, and from the time the 
whistle blows, the band (very important, 
to be sure), however, becomes a minor 
part in the eyes of the public. That is 
one reason that the performers’ salariés 
are much higher than those of the mu- 
Sicians. People do not come in to hear 
a wonderful trombone section or to hear 
the best bass drummer in the business, 
but they do come in to see the perform- 
ers and acts that have been exploited 
in press, billing and on the radio. 

I was a member this spring of a band 
of only 10 men that was capable of 
playing all the heaviest marches written, 
also many concert numbers. How can it 
be accounted for? Simply because each 
man played what was there. It is not 
the number of men so much as it is 
the caliber of the musicians.

Pari-mutuels meet resumed 
following litigation — fair 
board says, “never again” 


DAYTON, O., June 29.—Horse racing, 
as conducted by Dayton Jockey Club on 
Montgomery County Fairgrounds heré, 
went thru a hectic week at court litiga- 
tion, following a riot of 10,000 spectators 
on June 20, when charges were hurled 
that Corida, owned by Mrs. Joseph Pur- 
pura and a favorite with the betting 
crowd, was held at the post. 

Pop and beer bottles flew thick and 
fast and smashed bystanders’ heads and 
the judges’ stand as the crowd was held 
in check with difficulty by 50 police, 
many of them armed with rifles and tear 
gas. The crowd became still more angry 
when it was told that bets on Corida and 
another horse that did not even get to 
the post in time to start would be re- 
turned, and the betters, going to the 
pari-mutuel stands to get their money, 
found an express truck hauling money 
to a bank. 


Clean Bill Is Civen 


Calling a hurried meeting, the fair 
board refused tc take advantage of a 
clause in its contract with the club, 
whereby it could revoke the lease for use 
of the grounds if it found anything im- 
proper, and passed the case on to the 
Ohio Racing Commission for decision, 
racing being held up in the meantime. 

Two commission members came to 
Dayton to investigate, and, altho they 
reported that they found nothing wrong, 
they held up the races. City officials had 
importuned them for such action to 
avoid any possible further violence. 


Promptly the club, thru its president, 
Roland W. Baggott, secured an injunc- 
tion against the holdup of the racing 
commission and resumed races, only to 
have Mr. Baggott’s son, Horace, secretary 
- LJ jockey club, arreste@ by the county 

eriff. 


Press Roasts Board 


The scene then switched to Columbus, 
where a court refused to sustain a mo- 
tion to suspend the injunction. The club, 
at that moment on the verge of closing 
the races, took this as official sanction of 
its plans and continued racing. All that 
was needed then was for the racing com- 
mission to withdraw its suspension order, 
which it did, so that the situation just a 
week later, on June 27, was back at the 
Starting point, with races going peace- 
fully and without interruption. 

But the fair board, slammed unmerci- 
fully by the local press, says, “Never 
again,” when questioned as to future 
race meets on its grounds.

OLYMPIA, Wash., June 29.—Altho 
$22,000 was appropriated by the 1935 
Legislature for a Washington State Fair 
in Yakima, no fair will be held this year, 
Gov.

Holiday Draws 600,000 to Brussels 
Expo;Showmen’s Overhead Is High 


By FRANK 


BRUSSELS, June 10. — Whitsuntide, 
beginning of all holidays here, brought 
out about 600,000 visitors to the Exposi- 
tion Internationale de Bruxelles 1935 
over the week-end, June 8-10, which 
gave attractions operators their first big 
attendance and gross receipts. After an 
uninterrupted 30 days of rain weather 
changed to real summer and continued 
until late Monday night. 

All shows and rides did nice business, 
but one should know that American 
showmen here must take in 30 francs to 
make one American dollar. In addition 
they must pay to the SEBI Company, 
subsidiary to the exposition and con- 
trolling all amusements, 20 per cent of 
their gross income and 8 Fr. 10 tax to 
the government on all gross receipts. 

It is understood they have already 
paid a high price for sites, and with 
the high cost of electrical kilowatts the 
American showmen here must figure to 
give up about 35 per cent of their gross 
before they deduct operation and build-

ing costs. Local showmen are accus- 
tomed to these methods, and it takes 
little money to satisfy them, for they 
nearly all live in wagons, fitted as fine 
as any home, and live very economically. 

The concessioners’ organization has 
accomplished some improvements, such 
as better roads on main avenues, which 
at first were just sand beds, and latest 
consideration for showmen was opening 
of the Parc des Attractions section after 
midnight at reduced admission price. 
However, this helps little except on 
Saturdays and Sundays when tramways 
run after 1 a.m. On week days trams’ 
and busses’ last departures are at 1:05 
a.m. 


Attendance is improving, and there 
are hopes for better weather in July, 
August and September, the customary 
time, it seems, for exposition visitors. 
Meanwhile showmen will live in this 
optimism for the remainder of this 
month at Brussels Exposition. 


Walter Cline, who returged early this 
week from Washington, where he as- 
sisted in obtaining the federal appropria- 
tion, said President Roosevelt will attend 
the Central Exposition there in 1936. 
The chief executive assured Mr. Cline of 
his intent, altho definite plans must 
await developments.

PRESS enetaiioe. San Diego, June 
29.—Herbert Hoover, accompanied by his 
wife, Mr. and Mrs. Ray Lyman Wilbur 
and Herbert Hoover Jr. and wife, were 
visitors on June 12, Herbert Hoover Day. 
The former president paid tribute to the 
exposition in these words: “The modern 
development of the Southwest is pre- 
sented in such a manner as never seen 
before, and this gives special character 
to this World’s Fair.” 

Mr. Wilbur, president of Stanford 
University, was especially interested in 
seeing the silver mallet and gold spike 
in the Wells Fargo display, which were 
used by him on September 17, 1930, at 
ceremonies marking initial construction 
work on Hoover Dam when he was sec- 
retary of the interior. Attendance on 
Hoover Day was 28,586. 

An exposition band of 35 pieces is 
being organized of San Diego profes- 
sional musicians, who will soon be a 
regular feature of daily musical events 
under direction of Joseph O. DeLuca, 
eight years soloist with the late John 
Philip Sousa. 

Robert Sitken, New York artist, is de- 
signing commemorative half dollars to 
be issued by the government for the 
exposition, 250,000 to be on sale in from 
30 days to 6 weeks. One side will bear 
official seal of California; the other 
will carry a design of the California 
Tower. 

Hold-Up Act Reality 

A “hold-up” act at the mining camp 
of Gold Gulch took on an aspect of 
reality.

Mailman’s Here Again 


Before going thru some of the cor- 
respondence received, permit me to re- 
print Peejay Ringens’ letter from far- 
off Kobe, Japan, continued from last 
week, in which he makes his $500 
challenge: 

“If Harald Arias really can perform 
a dive as he claims, my good friend 
Alexander Ott, of the Miami Biltmore, 
will surely make it very interesting 
financially, as well as do all he can to 
help him stage such an event. Alexander 
never lets a good thing slip by in the 
way of swimming or diving and I sug- 
gest Nat A. Tor get in touch with him 
at once. There can be no excuse on 
Mr. Arias’ part, as he will have plenty 
of water and all the height he desires 
down there. 

“That Mr. Arias really might know 
how much a human body can stand as 
to coming in contact with water, I will 
give Mr. Arias or any other high diver 
whose name has appeared in The Bill- 
board $500 in real American money if 
he will successfully perform a_ series 
of six dives from a height of 100 actual 
feet from the water. The reason I men- 
tion six dives is that any fool can throw 
himself from a structure and get away 
with it the first time, but to repeat it 
for six days, weather permitting, proves 
that he can and its entitled to any 
claim he may make. There can be no 
excuses that they can’t be there or that 
they haven’t got a rigging. I will loan 
them mine and will give them until 
January 1, 1936, to consider this chal- 
lenge. All I ask is that they deposit 
with Nat A. Tor or The Billboard a 
check of $100 to show good faith. My 
check will be in the hands of The Bill- 
board at the tap of the cables. There 
are no strings attached to the above and 
if there is any real honest high diver 
claiming this height I don’t know where 
he can earn 8500 easier than the above. 
To the so-called.110 feet high divers 
this no doubt will burn them up, but to 
the honest diver who has his profession 
at heart and really makes a living at 
it it should sound good. 

“There are no restrictions as to the 
style of dive they must do. They can 
do any sort of dive EXCEPT jump feet 
first off the platform and continue 
down in such form. This dive must 
be performed into a portable tank such 
as carried by high divers playing parks 
or fairs, and there are no restrictions as 
to the amount of water they might 
require as to depth.” 

Well, there you have Peejay Ringens’ 
challenge. But that’s not all he has 
to say about high diving. Another por- 
tion of his interesting letter will be 
reprinted here next week. 

In the meantime high divers every- 
where have been rallying to his chal- 
lenge, which was first published in these 
columns two weeks ago. 


H. Buddy Siegel, one of the claimants 
for the world’s high-diving title, is the 
first to accept the challenge. He writes 
from Wichita, Kan.: “I have just fim- 
ished reading the challenge to dive 100 
feet for $500. I am hereby submitting 
my application to do the diving. You 
just name the place and time. However, 
I am not a tank diver. I have always 
worked pools and beaches and would 
prefer diving in a pool, river or lake. 
Please send me the details. I would 
like to do them all as quickly as pos- 
sible, as I am looking forward to a good 
season. Give my regards to Peejay 
Ringens and tell him I have always ad- 
mired his nerve and high acts. Also 
my regards to Harald Arias and Dare- 
Devil Jack. We have an ideal place at 
Sandy Beach. I talked to N. B. Stauffer 
the other day and I am certain you will 
hear from him soon, as he is trying to 
set a date and arrange other details. 
How come we have not heard from Cap-

We are ex- 
pecting it to get the attendance. They 
will have to get going if Chicago at- 
tendance is to be exceeded. They should 
do it, but have not had a good start. 
There is so much American material 
there we could not be human if we did 
not want them all to succeed. 


Another Industry Hit 


Last year at this time there was no 
wheat in parts of the West to cut. It 
had been destroyed by that scorching 
sun. This year in places it was neces- 
sary to put the binder on a sled be- 
cause of mud. But they will have 
wheat, and the price is good. The fairs 
will soon be getting under way. They 
are sure to be better. We expect some 
better Fourth of July records, too. 

Straw hats have been later in coming 
out than since 1926-’27. One will suf- 
fice for the season with one cleaning. 
This means a 50 per cent decrease in 
volume of sales. Like the park busi- 
ness, the straw hat venders are at the 
mercy of the weather.

On Rollers in England

Two large roller rinks opened over 
here early in June. Renshaw Exhibition 
Hall, Liverpool, advertises three sessions 
daily, with Jack Leigh and his band in 
attendance; skating area is 16,000 square 
feet and there is a separate learners’ 
floor. A main attraction at newly 
opened amusement park in Redcar, 
Yorks, is the roller rink, carrying on 
with three sessions daily at present. 


PERSONALITY SKETCH 

Bert Oliver, captain of Mexborough 
Flyers roller-hockey team, is the oldest 
active player in England. He first 
donned rollers in the 90s and soon took 
to the hockey game. 

Oliver has done big things in connec- 
tion with several games, apart from 
roller hockey, and, altho he never 
reached the front rank of performance 
in the game which had most of his at- 
tention, I do not know of a more popu- 
lar figure in roller-skating circles over 
here. His enthusiasm has been bound- 
less and his generosity to players not so 
well placed financially as himself is 
widely known. 

In the early part of his intensely ac- 
tive career matters were not so well or- 
ganized as they have been during the 
last 20 years (this particularly applies 
to the north of England), and roller 
hockey was a real he-man’s game in 
some localities, injuries being more fre- 
quent than in later days. In those days 
Oliver was a fast skater, and his speed, 
combined with 200 pounds and more of 
bone and muscle, enabled him to show 
up as a very capable defense player. 

From 1910 to 1930 roller skating suf- 
fered a decline in South Yorkshire, 
from whence this lively veteran hails,

and Grand Rink, Mexborough, leased by 
his father, closed, in company with most 
other rinks in that district. For 20 
years Oliver had a quiet time, but when 
James Guest opened Olympia, Mex- 
borough, in 1930 and began to feature 
roller hockey in a big way, our subject 
came well into the picture again, form- 
ing the Mexborough Flyers early in the 
1930-’31 season. He soon had a promis- 
ing team on hand. 

For the past 4% years this team has 
maintained a program full of activity, 
traveling the length and breadth cf the 
country, which has only been made pos- 
sible by the generosity of their captain, 
who has been financial backer of the 
team since it came into existence. Sea- 
son of 1932-’33 was Mexborough Flyers’ 
most successful, when they won Midland 
Counties League, Northern and Mid- 
land counties championship and Man- 
chester Gazette cup competition. 

Today at the age of 54 Oliver is per- 
haps a little slow but still a defense 
Player of no mean ability. Sound 
judgment, gained by lengthy experience, 
enables him to keep down the handicap 
of his years. He became president of 
Midland Counties League in November, 
1933, and is still in office. Mrs. Oliver, 
tho not an active skater, presented a 
valuable trophy to the league in 1932 
for annual competition. Marjorie V. 
Oliver has been honorary secretary for 
her father’s team the last two years and 
takes a keen interest in matters gen- 
erally. 

Oliver is undoubtedly one of Eng- 
land’s most popular roller-skating fig- 
ures; a truly great sportsman and a 
most likable fellow is this burly York- 
shireman. May he continue to play for 
many years to come and then some!

Another high diver also has accepted 
Ringens’ challenge. Captain Sol Solo- 
men, who writes from Rankin, Pa.: 
“Until the present time I have just been 
an interested reader on the controversy 
of high diving. The reason for my 
silence is that I thought that the talk 
was about bridge divers and jumpers. 
There is a lot of difference in that

kind of dive and one that is repeated 
every day. Since reading Mr. Peejay 
Ringens’ challenge I think that it 1s 
high time that I put in my bid. 

“In writing this I am taking up Mr. 
Ringens’ challenge. For his information 
you may inform the gentleman that I 
am doing a layout full gaynor (twice 
daily) from 11 full 12-foot sections. I 
also give anyone permission to measure 
the ladders or figure the height in any 
way. I am quite certain that they will 
find that they are well over 100 feet 
from pedestal to water. 

“I have been doing this dive six years, 
summer and winter. Am now working 
with the Cetlin & Wilson Shows. For 
verification of my doing this dive you 
may inquire of George Hamid, New 
York; also of Max Kimerer, of Miam!, 
Fla.; Steve Fortsyth, an AAU official, 
as well as Willis Cooling, of the AAU. 
I will gladly entertain you as guest to 
Judge the height of my dive at any time. 

“I do not claim to be the world’s 
highest diver, but I do claim to be the 
world’s highest shallow-water diver. I 
am quite certain that there has been no 
one to use the height that I use or 
better, or anyone that has repeated his 
performance as often as I have. 

“I believe that the challenge was for 
anyone who could do six consecutive 
dives from 100 feet, actual. I will better 
that and do well over 100 feet from 
pedestal to top of water. I will admit 
that all high divers exaggerate their 
height and in so doing are leaving room 
for comment. No diver ever grossly 
exaggerated his height more than Mr. 
Ringens. Therefore he should know. I 
also hope that something final will be 
decided to stop some of this chatter. In 
other words, let them put up or shut 
up. If the $500 is up and there is a 
possibility of getting it I will gladly 
pay your expenses here for you to verify 
my claim.” 


While on the subject of high diving, 
it’s interesting to note a letter recently 
received from Paul H. Huedepohl, man- 
ager of Jantzen Swimming Association, 
who writes, in part: “In your column of 
June 1 you mention something about 
Harald Arias and his idea of organizing 
professional divers. This, I believe, could 
work out if some real organizer like 
yourself would get behind it. At pres- 
ent the Jantzen Swimming Association 
is interested, for the time at least, in 
organizing and promoting sanitary 
swimming in pools proper. If people 
are deeply interested in accepting swim- 
ming as their major recreation pool 
owners as a whole had better get busy 
and keep their pools in as modern con- 
dition as possible. If pools are dirty 
swimmers will not patronize them. We 
all know the present condition of prac- 
tically every river, lake and ocean beach 
and naturally swimmers turn to arti- 
ficial pools for this type of recreation. 
However, Mr. and Mrs. Swimmer want 
to be assured a clean place for this avo- 
cation. After we really get going next 
year with our national publicity and 
advertising this association will be 
something that every swimming enthu- 
siast will recognize. They will be asking 
the pool operator if he belongs to the 
clean-water association. It will be a 
sign of the ‘good place to swim.’ 

“We will then be able to discuss pos- 
sibilities of organizing professional 
divers and perhaps have an itinerary for 
them, making all the topnotch pools 
and beaches for exhibition purposes.” 


Other high divers who want to ac- 
cept Peejay Ringens’ challenge are urged 
to send in their notes of acceptance 
right away. Full details of the com- 
petition to be staged for Ringens’ prizes 
will be published shortly. The high 
diving will either be done in Sandy 
Beach, Wichita, Kan., so often men- 
tioned here as a logical site, or at 
Palisades Amusement Park, N. J., where 
Jack Rosenthal, the new operator, has 
already written his invitation to this 
department to have them conduct the 
event there.

Drastic 1932 State Revenue 
Show Law Is Notably Amended 


Carnivals and circuses now taxed separately, the former 
as to population of towns and per week, the latter by 
number of railroad cars, or by overland loads, per day 


CINCINNATI, June 29.—Thru the recent enactment of amendments to the 
Tennessee Revenue Bill of 1932 the drastic requirements as pertain to carnivals 
and circuses exhibiting in Tennessee have been notably modified. Particularly is 
this manifest as to carnivals and railroad circuses. Showmen are praising the Gen- 
eral Assembly for its consideration of what had been practically prohibitive revenue 
fees in Tennessee since January 1, 1932. Under “Amusements, Carnivals, Shows, Cir- 
cuses and Menageries” in the 1932 Revenue Bill, carnivals and circuses were listed 


in one and the same schedule of State 
revenue tax requirements. The 1935 
amendments to that law deal with carni- 
vals and circuses separately. 

Carnivals are now on a graduated 
scale as to population of cities, towns, 
villages or communities where they ex- 
bibit. Under “Item 2” appears: “For the 
purpose of this item a carnival shall 
mean an aggregation of shows, amuse- 
ments, concessions, eating places and 
riding devices, without a menagerie, or 
any of them, operated together on one 
lot or street, under one management, or 
on contiguous lots or streets, moving 
from place to place, whether the same 
are owned by separate persons, firms or 
corporations, or not. 

“(a) On carnivals regardless of method 
of transportation, for each week, in cities 
of 10,000 or more, $50; in cities of under 
10,000, $25.” 

The 1932 requirements, for both carni- 
vals and circuses, were: Railroad shcws, 
for 2 cars, $50 for each day or part there- 
of; 3 to 5 cars, inclusive, $80; 6 to 10 
cars, inclusive, $150; 11 to 20 cars, in- 
clusive, $200; 21 to 30 cars, inclusive, 
$300; 31 to 50 cars, inclusive, $400; over

In 1886 he imported a carousel 
from Germany and operated it for the 
first time that year at Lansing, Mich., 
on July 4.

3 to 5 loads, inclusive, $8; 6 to 10 loads, 
inclusive, $15; 11 to 20 loads, inclusive, 
$20; 21 to 30 loads, inclusive, $30; 21 to 
50 loads, inclusive, $40; over 50 loads, $50. 

For circuses, the 1935 amendments do 
not include chariges in revenue fees for 
overland shows—given above. 

Circuses traveling by rail, under “Item 
2”: “Unless exempt from license tax by 
terms hereof, there shall be paid for 
each day’s performance or exhibition of 
a circus, or circus and menagerie, or Wild 
West (or like) show, or trained animal 
(or like) show, or dog and pony (or either 
or like) show, a tax for each day or part 
thereof as follows: 

“(b) On circuses, menageries, etc., 
traveling on railroads requiring trans- 
portation of 1 to 20 cars (all railroad 
cars included), $100; over 20 cars (all 
railroad cars included), $200.” 

Besides the same fees for overland cir- 
cuses, the 1935 General Assembly adopted 
the following, which also appeared in 
the 1932 enactment: 

“On each side show, curiosity show, or 
similar show, exhibiting on the same or 
contiguous lots with a circus and owned 
by @ person, firm or corporation other 
than the owner or owners of the circus, 
the tax shall be, per day, $30. 

“No additional license shall be re- 
quired for the privilege of selling soft 
drinks, confections, food, souvenirs and 
novelties on the grounds on which such 
shows are exhibited.” 

That section of the 1932 revenue law 
pertaining to fortune tellers, clairvoyants, 
hypnotists, spiritualists, palmists, phre- 
nologists, etc., has also been amended. 
Instead of $500 each per annum, the tax 
is now $75.

According to Popular Science, William 
Allen White, the famous Emporia, Kan., 
editor, said: “Carnivals are a part of 
the necessary gayety of a civilized peo- 
ple.” Permit this writer to add that 
they are none the less important to the 
Indians of the Andes Mountains in 
South America, as witnessed in 1933 
while on a limited tour in that section 
of the world. 

Monkeys are natural ballyhoo artists, 
so why not have them ride a pony on 
the pony-go-rounds and an auto at the 
“Kiddie Auto” rides, if the owners really 
want to attract nurses and mothers who 
accompany children to the carnivals? 
A clown on the Merry-Go-Round is not 
a bad idea, either. No one has done it 
is the reason it is not a carnival feature.

A person is 
required to purchase a vender’s license, 
which costs you $1, in order to be able to 
buy the tax stamps. This license is 
necessary in every county in which you 
sell, unless you establish a headquarters 
in one county and thus avoid the neces- 
sity of buying the vender’s license in 
every county. The State office will mail 
you a metal tag with a code number on 
it and you can then buy stamps every- 
where in the State. That is providing 
you have established your headquarters 
as mentioned above. The tax is 3 per 
cent and the law requires you to cancel 
the stamps at the time of the sale. The 
fine for violation is $25 and costs and up. 
Towns in the State I have worked in- 
clude Dayton, no reader, two lots in the 
money, reasonable on week days and 
about double on Saturdays; Columbus, 
open, one doorway in the money, lots not 
so hot; Zanesville, open to private prop- 
erty; Canton is open, no spots in the 
money; Youngstown is open, reasonable 
weekly reader, soldiers free, two door- 
ways in the money. I have information 
that Akron and Cleveland are practically 
closed. Would like to hear how condi- 
tions are in Eastern Pennsylvania.

When the “talkies” hit the coun- 
try many an actor was worried— 
and they had plenty to worry 
about, for that spelled “exit” for 
a lot of them. But energetic fel- 
lows found other means of earn- 
ing a livelihood and among the 
foremost of these were the med 
oprys, where thousands of per- 
formers are earning a good living.

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


Almost every reader of the circus news 
pages of The Billboard and the show 
fraternity in its various branches is 
familiar with the name and prominence 
in the profession of Charles Andress, 
who passed to the Great Beyond in his 
84th year at his home in Great Bend, 
Kan., August 26, 1933. His second mar- 
riage in 1930, the birth of a son after his 
80th birthday and the wide publicity 
given that event is the remarkable rec- 
ord of a man who was active in show 
business for more than 50 years and re- 
tired the possessor of rich farms and a 
luxurious home. 

In 1884 when Ringling Brothers and 
Yankee Robinson were blazing the path 
with that little circus which grew into 
the “world’s greatest,” Charles Andress 
owned and operated the Andress Carni- 
val of Novelties and Trained Animal 


Shows. George L. Wood was assistant 
manager. Mark Quigley had the ad- 
vance. The special printing used for 


window and billboard advertising was in 
class and quantity to compete in any 
opposition. The Carnival of Novelties 
had grown from a small magic and 
ventriloquist show in the early "70s to an 
organization of circus proportions trans- 
ported on its own cars, advertised on an 
extensive scale, and from the 1884 season 
up to 1890 progressed rapidly from 
trained birds, animals and novelties into 
a real circus transported on its own cir- 
cus train and in competition with the 
regularly routed and operated one-day- 
stand shows. The 1890 season, however, 
brought a reversal of fortune. Con- 
tinuous rain and losing business broke 
the Andress long run of success. The 
show was forced to close, and the ac- 
cumulation of valuable show property 
and fortune had faded away. 


Charles Andress then went to the 
Ringling Bros.’ Circus in the capacity 
of legal adjuster, where his years of 
experience and natural ability as a prac- 
tical showman made him a valuable 
member of that show’s business staff. 
He remained with Ringling Bros. seven 
years. In 1898 he was engaged by Wal- 
ter L. Main to handle the legal depart- 
ment of his circus for the tour of the 
New England States, maritime provinces 
of Canada and South for the fall 
months. With Main, as with the Ring- 
lings, Mr. Andress was constantly 
demonstrating his knowledge of the 
show business and his usefulness. 


On the return of Barnum & Bailey 
Circus from its five-year European tour 
Charles Andress joined the show in its 
legal department, and seasons of 1903 to 
1907, inclusive, was a very active and 
valuable member of the staff represent- 
ing Manager James A. Bailey. Being an 
expert photographer and a trained pub- 
licity expert, Mr. Andress took advantage 
of the opportunities during the five 
annual tours of the “Greatest Show on 
Earth” to obtain the photographs of 
hundreds of employees of the show, fea- 
tured artists, outstanding acts, notable 
visitors, important events and places on 
the show’s itinerary. These photographs, 
together with a summary of daily events 
en tour, were used by Mr. Andress in the 
production of a series of annual route 
books equal to or perhaps superior to 
anything ever published in the way of 
circus route books. The 1907 book in- 
cluded the routes for the preceding four 
years, and the title was “Five-Year Route 
Book of Barnum & Bailey Circus, Sea- 
sons of 1903 to 1907, Inclusive.” The 
greatest accomplishment of Mr. Andress 
in’ photography was his famous multi- 
photograph of circus people. From origi- 
nal photographs of well-known profes- 
sinals he carefully cut out the face por- 
tion of the photo. These faces were 
then fit closely together on a 14x16-inch 
card, so arranged that with a numbered 
mame key each person’s face can be 
identified and the name given by use of 
the key. The card was then reproduced 
in a wonderful clear photograph, with 
all key numbers on the margins of the 
photo. This multi-photograph was 
copyrighted by Mr. Andress. There are 
over 600 faces of prominent circus peo- 
ple clearly shown in the photograph and 
their names given in the numbered key. 

After 1907 Charles Andress was The 
Billboard’s manager of the Chicago of- 
fice for a number of years. He then 
retired to his farms and home at Great 
Bend, Kan. There members of the cir- 
cus profession, his many friends among 
magicians and the circus fan always 
found the latchstring out at the An- 
dress clubhouse. There are Andress 


photos and mementos in many circus 
fan. collections, and the famous multi- 
photo negative and all rights for repro- 
duction are in the Bernard collection. 


Dan Rice Last Circus 
To Use Washington Site 


WASHINGTON, June 29. — Nelson A. 
Bell, veteran drama critic of The Wash- 
ington (D. C.) Post, in an interview with 
Melvin D. Hildreth, Circus Fan, revealed 
some interesting facts regarding location 
of Johnny J. Jones Exposition during 
recent engagement at National Shrine 
Convention. 

Hildreth told Bell that last circus to 
occupy site, Pennsylvania avenue and 
Fourth street, was Dan Rice Circus in 
1864, at which time President Abraham 
Lincoln and wife were guests of honor 
at a special performance. Rice and the 
circus folks were later received by the 
President and dined at White House. 

George Jennier, great nephew of Rice, 
is producing clown with Senior Bros.’ 
Circus, one of the Jones attractions, and 
came in for mention in the interview. 
In the interview it was further stated 
that the remains of the old-time favorite 
repose in a grave in Long Branch, N. J., 
minus a headstone, altho in his home 
town, Girard, Pa., there is a statue 
erected to his memory in village square. 


Medrano To Have Three 
Circuses Next Year 


PARIS, June 17.—Jerome Medrano, 
owner of Cirque Medrano in Paris, will 
have three circuses in France next year. 
Besides Cirque Medrano, ‘:ndoor circus in 
Paris, with season running from Sep- 
tember to June, and Cirque Medrano 
“traveling,” a wooden-walled canvas- 
topped “construction,” which plays three 
to five week stands in the big cities, 
Medrano will have a big tent circus on 
tour in 1936. 


Dr. A. Baquet, new member of the 
firm recently formed to operate the 
Medrano circuses, has been appointed 
exclusive booking agent for the three 
Medrano circuses. 

Luisita Leers, trapeze performer, is at 
UFA Palast in Hamburg; the Hartwell 
Brothers and Madge Evans, aerial act, 
are with Circus Schumann in Copen- 
hagen; the Two Heltanos, aerial, and 
the Four Akimotos, jugglers, are at Rex 
in Paris.

ting centers of the world, that every 
woman loves Belgian lace, that Belgium 
is the most thickly populated country 
in the world, etc., etc. And now I have 
something else to remember, that the 
Belgians know how to build and operate 
an exposition that will take its place 
among the world’s big shows. 

While not comparable with A Century 
of Progress at Chicago, 1933-'84, from 
the standpoint of size of buildings nor 
ground area, nevertheless, from an ar- 
tistic point of view, to my mind, it’s 
way ahead of that great fair. While 
Chicago looked as tho the buildings were 
just thrown in any old way, this exposi- 
tion is laid out symmetrically, artisti- 
cally, beautiful and presents a picture 
that is dazzling. The entrances are all 
modernistic, but not in a cold, glaring, 
“blocky” way. They have graceful curves 
and arcs and colored in a way that is 
pleasing. The lighting scheme is ail 
indirect, but the color effects of the en- 
trances are all brought out cleverly. 

The main entrance avenue, corre- 
sponding to the Avenue of Flags at Chi- 
cago, is startlingly beautiful, especially 
at night, with a riot of light playing on 
a half mile of fountains, with millions 
of flowers bathed in all the colors of 
the rainbow, with the many buildings of 
the exposition on each side of the 200- 
foot roadway standing out like gems in 
beautiful settings. No two buildings 
alike, yet all making a whole that cre- 
ates a picture that no artist could paint. 
At the end or the top of this road, which 
has a gradual rise, stands the main 
building of the exposition, which makes 
a background that is perfect. Radiating 
from this main avenue are the rues, or 
roads, each having its full complement 
of artistically constructed buildings. On 
one end of the grounds is the great 
Domaine Royal and the Pare de Laeken, 
in the center of which is located the 
summer palace of the king and the royal 
family. 

At the other end of the grounds is 
the midway, called here the “Parc de 
Amusement.” Here almost every kind of

an attraction can be found, some of 
them in very attractive buildings, others 
—well, the less said about them the 
better. The amusement concession is 
sold outright in this country to a com- 
Pany or to an individual. 

One thing about this midway, a visi- 
tor does not have to go thru it or to it, 
as was the case with the street of “Vil- 
lages” at A Century of Progress. The 
ill lighting, the terrible frameups, the 
rotten ballyhoos, the near-nude girls, 
the desperate efforts of amateur show- 
men fighting to get at least some of 
their investment back is missing here. 

The attractions here in most cases are 
owned and operated by fellows who 
know what it is all about—not by build- 
ers, architects, lumber merchants, army 
officers and other novices. The rules and 
regulations are reasonable and fair and 
based on the fact that this is an exposi- 
tion which will be over in a short time 
and not an army laying siege to a city. 

We have quite a colony of Americans 
here, most of whom were identified with 
A Century of Progress. The colony is 
headed by Harry G. Traver, who is ac- 
companied by his wife and four chil- 
dren. Walter K. Sibley and wife, Joe 
Rogers and wife, Frank (Doc) Shean and 
wife, Charles Page, Floyd Woolsey, 
“Specs” Rickert, Harry Hargreaves; Zim- 
my, the man-fish; Johnny Freidel, 
Mickey White and Hawaiian Joe. 

Traver is the director-general of a 
company that controls 25 concessions. 
Rogers has three shows. Woolsey is with 
the Crime Show. Hargraves has the 
Looper and the Lindy Loop. Freidel the 
Over the Falls, Ferris Wheel, Baby Wheel 
and part of the Noah's Ark; Hawaiian 
Joe is with Rogers’ Snake Show, Rickert 
with the Skee Ball. Page is general 
superintendent for Traver enterprises, 
Shean with Rogers & Dufour, and the 
writer is managing the Freak Show and 
the Nudist Colony. And as this is writ- 
ten (June 7) a clean-cut young man 
blew into my office, showed A Century 
of Progress employee cards and gave the 
name of Louis Phillips, of Akron, O., so 
we have an addition to our little colony. 

We are not quite sure whether this 
exposition is going to be a success or 
not; that is, from the amusement man’s 
standpoint, but there is one thing that 
we are absolutely certain of, which is 
that it may rain today, tomorrow, next 
day, forever. Since April 6 it has rained 
every day.

CENERAL OUTDOOR 
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H FOR a return of the concession 
days which William H. Finkle 
spoke about in his article, Let ‘Em 

Win!, in the last issue of The Biliboard 
when he was in his boyhood and saw 
stock passed out in abundance in Phila- 


delphia and neighboring cities! For 
the benefit of those who might have 
missed the article, we'll quote a few 
paragraphs:

“A holiday spirit prevailed and on all 
sides one could see people with their 
arms loaded with prizes they received 
at the different concessions — candy, 
plaster dolls, groceries, pillows and 
other articles, not to forget the cigars 
given away at the ball games. 

“The average concessioner of that 
period was practically a merchant who 
instead of making an outright sale 
made his customers play for the articles. 
If the cost of the passout was $1 (and 
a big basket could be flashed for that 
sum) the paddles sold netted the oper- 
ator $1.50, leaving him a profit of 50 
cents for each spin of the wheel, and 
the time between each spin was very 
short. If the play was heavy the oper- 
ator would put a $1 bill on the basket 
and double up on the number of pad- 
dles sold. And sometimes to sweeten 
the play he would give the wheel a sec- 
ond spin on the same paddles and give 
out an extra basket of groceries. And 
did they play the games! From the 
number of prizes that one saw the peo- 
ple carrying it seemed that nobody was 
unlucky. Everybody had something to 
take home as a ‘souvenir of the carni- 
val.” 

“One saw people who looked as tho 
they would not have a cheap knick- 
knack around the house obviously 
proud of the fact that they were lucky 
enough to win a doll, pillow or piece 
of statuary. It was not the value of 
the article that mattered to them. It 
was the fun of playing and the luck in 
winning that counted. And many a 
cheap doll was placed on the mantel 
next to a valuable object of art.”

Of course, there are many reasons 
why the concession business does not 
flourish today as it did in the days of 
which Mr. Finkle speaks, but none prob- 
ably stands out more than the local 
grafter and the amusement fixer. Just 
who came first, it is hard to say—just 
as hard, in fact, as to settle the ques- 
tion of whether the hen or the egg 
came first. But regardless of who came 
first, the local grafter or the amuse- 
ment fixer, both are to be blamed in a 
great measure for the lack of public 
confidence in the games in later years. 
The local grafter wants his money or 
nothing works, and after the amuse- 
ment fixer sees that he gets it, the 
money must be regained thru other 
channels and the concessions have to 
bear the brunt.

Right now one big concession operator, 
is trying to win back public confidence 
in his games by permitting players, 
where skeptical, to turn miniature 
wheels provided by him and call out 
the winning numbers. It’s a great way 
to aid in bringing back the concession 
business, but the operator, because of 
the existence of the local grafter and 
the amusement fixer, doesn’t find the 
road smooth. There has been so much 
fixing in the past by carnivals that the 
operator of the miniature wheels is 
looked upon to “come across” the same 
as others did, and when the operator 
refuses, fault is found with his methods 
of operation and other things done to 
make his path a rough one. 

In saying this we do not mean that 
such conditions exist in every city and 
town, but where they do, the concession 
business will continue to suffer until 
the local grafter is halted, when there 
will be no need for the amusement fixer.

Almost every reader of the circus news 
pages of The Billboard and the show 
fraternity in its various branches is 
familiar with the name and prominence 
in the profession of Charles Andress, 
who passed to the Great Beyond in his 
84th year at his home in Great Bend, 
Kan., August 26, 1933. His second mar- 
riage in 1930, the birth of a son after his 
80th birthday and the wide publicity 
given that event is the remarkable rec- 
ord of a man who was active in show 
business for more than 50 years and re- 
tired the possessor of rich farms and a 
luxurious home. 


In 1884 when Ringling Brothers and 
Yankee Robinson were blazing the path 
with that little circus which grew into 
the “world’s greatest,” Charles Andress 
owned and operated the Andress Carni- 
val of Novelties and Trained Animal 


Shows. George L. Wood was assistant 
manager. Mark Quigley had the ad- 
vance. The special printing used for 


window and billboard advertising was in 
class and quantity to compete in any 
opposition. The Carnival of Novelties 
had grown from a small magic and 
ventriloquist show in the early "70s to an 
organization of circus proportions trans- 
ported on its own cars, advertised on an 
extensive scale, and from the 1884 season 
up to 1890 progressed rapidly from 
trained birds, animals and novelties into 
a@ real circus transported on its own cir- 
cus train and in competition with the 
regularly routed and operated one-day- 
stand shows. The 1890 season, however, 
brought a reversal of fortune. Con- 
tinuous rain and losing business broke 
the Andress long run of success. The 
show was forced to close, and the ac- 
cumulation of valuable show property 
and fortune had faded away. 


Charles Andress then went to the 
Ringling Bros.’ Circus in the capacity 
of legal adjuster, where his years of 
experience and natural ability as a prac- 
tical showman made him a valuable 
member of that show’s business staff. 
He remained with Ringling Bros. seven 
years. In 1898 he was engaged by Wal- 
ter L. Main to handle the legal depart- 
ment of his circus for the tour of the 
New England States, maritime provinces 
of Canada and South for the fall 
months. With Main, as with the Ring- 
lings, Mr. Andress was constantly 
demonstrating his knowledge of the 
show business and his usefulness. 


On the return of Barnum & Bailey 
Circus from its five-year European tour 
Charles Andress joined the show in its 
legal department, and seasons of 1903 to 
1907, inclusive, was a very active and 
valuable member of the staff represent- 
ing Manager James A. Bailey. Being an 
expert photographer and a trained pub- 
licity expert, Mr. Andress took advantage 
of the opportunities during the five 
annual tours of the “Greatest Show on 
Earth” to obtain the photographs of 
hundreds of employees of the show, fea- 
tured artists, outstanding acts, notable 
visitors, important events and places on 
the show’s itinerary. These photographs, 
together with a summary of daily events 
en tour, were used by Mr. Andress in the 
production of a series of annual route 
books equal to or perhaps superior to 
anything ever published in the way of 
circus route books. The 1907 book in- 
cluded the routes for the preceding four 
years, and the title was “Five-Year Route 
Book of Barnum & Bailey Circus, Sea- 
sons of 1903 to 1907, Inclusive.” The 
greatest accomplishment of Mr. Andress 
in’ photography was his famous multi- 
photograph of circus people. From origi- 
nal photographs of well-known profes- 
sinals he carefully cut out the face por- 
tion of the photo. These faces were 
then fit closely together on a 14x16-inch 
card, so arranged that with a numbered 
mame key each person’s face can be 
identified and the name given by use of 
the key. The card was then reproduced 
in a wonderful clear photograph, with 
all key numbers on the margins of the 
photo. This multi-photograph was 
copyrighted by Mr. Andress. There are 
over 600 faces of prominent circus peo- 
ple clearly shown in the photograph and 
their names given in the numbered key. 

After 1907 Charles Andress was The 
Billboard’s manager of the Chicago of- 
fice for a number of years. He then 
retired to his farms and home at Great 
Bend, Kan. There members of the cir- 
cus profession, his many friends among 
magicians and the circus fan always 
found the latchstring out at the An- 
dress clubhouse. There are Andress 


photos and mementos in many circus 
fan. collections, and the famous multi- 
photo negative and all rights for repro- 
duction are in the Bernard collection. 


Dan Rice Last Circus 
To Use Washington Site 


WASHINGTON, June 29. — Nelson A. 
Bell, veteran drama critic of The Wash- 
ington (D. C.) Post, in an interview with 
Melvin D. Hildreth, Circus Fan, revealed 
some interesting facts regarding location 
of Johnny J. Jones Exposition during 
recent engagement at National Shrine 
Convention. 

Hildreth told Bell that last circus to 
occupy site, Pennsylvania avenue and 
Fourth street, was Dan Rice Circus in 
1864, at which time President Abraham 
Lincoln and wife were guests of honor 
at a special performance. Rice and the 
circus folks were later received by the 
President and dined at White House. 

George Jennier, great nephew of Rice, 
is producing clown with Senior Bros.’ 
Circus, one of the Jones attractions, and 
came in for mention in the interview. 
In the interview it was further stated 
that the remains of the old-time favorite 
repose in a grave in Long Branch, N. J., 
minus a headstone, altho in his home 
town, Girard, Pa., there is a statue 
erected to his memory in village square. 


Medrano To Have Three 
Circuses Next Year 


PARIS, June 17.—Jerome Medrano, 
owner of Cirque Medrano in Paris, will 
have three circuses in France next year. 
Besides Cirque Medrano, ‘ndoor circus in 
Paris, with season running from Sep- 
tember to June, and Cirque Medrano 
“traveling,” a wooden-walled canvas- 
topped “construction,” which plays three 
to five week stands in the big cities, 
Medrano will have a big tent circus on 
tour in 1936. 


Dr. A. Baquet, new member of the 
firm recently formed to operate the 
Medrano circuses, has been appointed 
exclusive booking agent for the three 
Medrano circuses. 


Luisita Leers, trapeze performer, is at 
UFA Palast in Hamburg; the Hartwell 
Brothers and Madge Evans, aerial act, 
are with Circus Schumann in Copen- 
hagen; the Two Heltanos, aerial, and 
the Four Akimotos, jugglers, are at Rex 
in Paris.

ting centers of the world, that every 
woman loves Belgian lace, that Belgium 
is the most thickly populated country 
in the world, etc., etc. And now I have 
something else to remember, that the 
Belgians know how to build and operate 
an exposition that will take its place 
among the world’s big shows. 


While not comparable with A Century 
of Progress at Chicago, 1933-34, from 
the standpoint of size of buildings nor 
ground area, nevertheless, from an ar- 
tistic point of view, to my mind, it’s 
way ahead of that great fair. While 
Chicago looked as tho the buildings were 
just thrown in any old way, this exposi- 
tion is laid out symmetrically, artisti- 
cally, beautiful and presents a picture 
that is dazzling. The entrances are all 
modernistic, but not in a cold, glaring, 
“blocky” way. They have graceful curves 
and arcs and colored in a way that is 
pleasing. The lighting scheme is all 
indirect, but the color effects of the en- 
trances are all brought out cleverly. 

The main entrance avenue, corre- 
sponding to the Avenue of Flags at Chi- 
cago, is startlingly beautiful, especially 
at night, with a riot of light playing on 
a half mile of fountains, with millions 
of flowers bathed in all the colors of 
the rainbow, with the many buildings of 
the exposition on each side of the 200- 
foot roadway standing out like gems in 
beautiful settings. No two buildings 
alike, yet all making a whole that cre- 
ates a picture that no artist could paint. 
At the end or the top of this road, which 
has a gradual rise, stands the main 
building of the exposition, which makes 
a background that is perfect. Radiating 
from this main avenue are the rues, or 
roads, each having its full complement 
of artistically constructed buildings. On 
one end of the grounds is the great 
Domaine Royal and the Pare de Laeken, 
in the center of which is located the 
summer palace of the king and the royal 
family. 

At the other end of the grounds is 
the midway, called here the “Parc de 
Amusement.” Here almost every kind of

an attraction can be found, some of 
them in very attractive buildings, others 
—well, the less said about them the 
better. The amusement concession is 
sold outright in this country to a com- 
Pany or to an individual. 


One thing about this midway, a visi- 
tor does not have to go thru it or to it, 
as was the case with the street of “Vil- 
lages” at A Century of Progress. The 
ill lighting, the terrible frameups, the 
rotten ballyhoos, the near-nude girls, 
the desperate efforts of amateur show- 
men fighting to get at least some of 
their investment back is missing here. 

The attractions here in most cases are 
owned and operated by fellows who 
know what it is all about—not by build. 
ers, architects, lumber merchants, army 
officers and other novices. The rules and 
regulations are reasonable and fair and 
based on the fact that this is an exposi- 
tion which will be over in a short time 
and not an army laying siege to a city. 

We have quite a colony of Americans 
here, most of whom were identified with 
A Century of Progress. The colony is 
headed by Harry G. Traver, who is ac- 
companied by his wife and four chil- 
dren. Walter K. Sibley and wife, Joe 
Rogers and wife, Frank (Doc) Shean and 
wife, Charles Page, Floyd Woolsey, 
“Specs” Rickert, Harry Hargreaves; Zim- 
my, the man-fish; Johnny Freidel, 
Mickey White and Hawaiian Joe. 

Traver is the director-general of a 
company that controls 25 concessions. 
Rogers has three shows. Woolsey is with 
the Crime Show. Hargraves has the 
Looper and the Lindy Loop. Freidel the 
Over the Palls, Ferris Wheel, Baby Wheel 
and part of the Noah's Ark; Hawaiian 
Joe is with Rogers’ Snake Show, Rickert 
with the Skee Ball. Page is general 
superintendent for Traver enterprises, 
Shean with Rogers & Dufour, and the 
writer is managing the Freak Show and 
the Nudist Colony. And as this is writ- 
ten (June 7) a clean-cut young man 
blew into my office, showed A Century 
of Progress employee cards and gave the 
name of Louis Phillips, of Akron, O., so 
we have an addition to our little colony. 

We are not quite sure whether this 
exposition is going to be a success or 
not; that is, from the amusement man’s 
standpoint, but there is one thing that 
we are absolutely certain of, which is 
that it may rain today, tomorrow, next 
day, forever. Since April 6 it has rained 
every day.

H FOR a return of the concession 
days which William H. Finkle 
spoke about in his article, Let ’Em 

Win!/, in the last issue of The Billboard 
when he was in his boyhood and saw 
stock passed out in abundance in Phila- 


delphia and neighboring cities! For 
the benefit of those who might have 
missed the article, we'll quote a few 
paragraphs: 


, ee ME 

“A holiday spirit prevailed and on all 
sides one could see people with their 
arms loaded with prizes they received 
at the different concessions — candy, 
plaster dolls, groceries, pillows and 
other articles, not to forget the cigars 
given away at the ball games. 

“The average concessioner of that 
period was practically a merchant who 
instead of making an outright sale 
made his customers play for the articles. 
If the cost of the passout was $1 (and 
a big basket could be flashed for that 
sum) the paddles sold netted the oper- 
ator $1.50, leaving him a profit of 50 
cents for each spin of the wheel, and 
the time between each spin was very 
short. If the play was heavy the oper- 
ator would put a $1 bill on the basket 
and double up on the number of pad- 
dies sold. And sometimes to sweeten 
the play he would give the wheel a sec- 
ond spin on the same paddles and give 
out an extra basket of groceries. And 
did they play the games! From the 
number of prizes that one saw the peo- 
ple carrying it seemed that nobody was 
unlucky. Everybody had something to 
take home as a ‘souvenir of the carni- 
val.” 

“One saw people who looked as tho 
they would not have a cheap knick- 
knack around the house obviously 
proud of the fact that they were lucky 
enough to win a doll, pillow or piece 
of statuary. It was not the value of 
the article that mattered to them. It 
was the fun of playing and the luck in 
winning that counted. And many a 
cheap doll was placed on the mantel 
next to a valuable object of art.”

Of course, there are many reasons 
why the concession business does not 
flourish today as it did in the days of 
which Mr. Finkle speaks, but none prob- 
ably stands out more than the local 
grafter and the amusement fixer. Just 
who came first, it is hard to say—just 
as hard, in fact, as to settle the ques- 
tion of whether the hen or the egg 
came first. But regardless of who came 
first, the local grafter or the amuse- 
ment fixer, both are to be blamed in a 
great measure for the lack of public 
confidence in the games in later years. 
The local grafter wants his money or 
nothing works, and after the amuse- 
ment fixer sees that he gets it, the 
money must be regained thru other 
channels and the concessions have to 
bear the brunt.

Right now one big concession operator, 
is trying to win back public confidence 
in his games by permitting players, 
where skeptical, to turn miniature 
wheels provided by him and call out 
the winning numbers. It’s a great way 
to aid in bringing back the concession 
business, but the operator, because of 
the existence of the local grafter and 
the amusement fixer, doesn’t find the 
road smooth. There has been so much 
fixing in the past by carnivals that the 
operator of the miniature wheels is 
looked upon to “come across” the same 
as others did, and when the operator 
refuses, fault is found with his methods 
of operation and other things done to 
make his path a rough one. 

In saying this we do not mean that 
such conditions exist in every city and 
town, but where they do, the concession 
business will continue to suffer until 
the local grafter is halted, when there 
will be no need for the amusement fixer.

This State has just passed a reciprocity 
law covering trucks and autos. The law 
compels all interstate traffic to purchase 
license plates if operating for hire.

Agricultural Situation 
Condensed Data From June Summary by U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 


SEASON IS BACKWARD 


Altho this has been a somewhat back- 
ward planting season, most of the coun- 
try finally has had ample rain and 
crops are making up for lost time. One 
rather serious delay has been in corn 
planting. This varied from a few days 
in Iowa to a couple of weeks late in 
some sections. Corn and the small 
grains have grown rapidly the last two 
weeks. Cotton fared rather badly in 
the Western belt during May, rains and 
cold weather causing delay and some 
replanting. 

The early summer movement of fruits 
and vegetables is getting under way. 
June shipments are likely to reflect 
the increased production of midseason 
onions, cabbage, peas, melons, peaches, 
and other fruits. So far there is no 
indicated shortage of any of the prin- 
cipal truck crops. A fairly good or av- 
erage orchard fruit season is in pros- 
pect, except probably for Northern 
peaches and Southern citrus fruits. 


HOG MARKET RISING 


The May slump in the potato market 
added a final touch of tragedy for grow- 
ers of that crop. It is difficult to ex- 


plain the price of potatoes. Last year’s 
crop was not an amazingly large one. 
Car-lot shipments were less than the 
season before, tho more probably moved 
by truck. But thousands of growers 
cleaned out their storage cellars last 
month at 10 to 15 cents a bushel—and 
in Canada many fared even worse. It 
would seem as tho this experience would 
shrink the Northern acreage of potatoes 
somewhat this spring. 

One market that is decidedly more 
encouraging is that for hogs. Ten- 
dollar hogs have become a reality at 
Chicago, and on top of that the packers 
pay the processing tax of $2.25 per 
hundredweight. Market shipments of 
hogs since December have been the 
smallest for that period in 25 years. 
It is evident that slaughter supplies 
next fall and early winter will be rela- 
tively even smaller. The storage supply 
of pork is also low. Hog production is 
now going thru the bottom phase of its 
cycle. Probably the tendency will be 
to increase pig production by next fall. 
Meanwhile, the only things that stand 
in the way of still higher hog prices 
are the bad export situation and the 
low buying power of domestic con- 
sumers.

The plan as outlined includes street 
entertainment to last from 8 to 11 p.m. 
Parade will be made up of African 
tribesmen, six “beef trust” girls, 
Brengk’s Golden Horse, 10 bathing 
beauties, 50 clowns, eight midgets, two 
stilt walkers, the Aerial Flowers, Stevens 
Brothers and bear, Steve Stevens, Happy 
Harrison's Circus, a clown band and 15 
sections of music employing 150 musi- 
cians, which will include Armin Hand’s 
Band of 25 and a Scotch Highlander 
band.

Public Relations 


At the suggestion of an official of the manufacturers’ as- 
sociation a program for the industry on promoting better 
public relations is published herewith. There has been much 
talk within the last year of better public relations, and some 
constructive work has been done. It should be an aid to 
further progress in this direction to assemble some concrete 
suggestions into the form of a program and give it wide pub- 
licity within the trade. As one prominent distributor said, it 
may be a simple thing to make a program, but getting the 
program carried out is a job. 

A program for better public relations is naturally based 
on constructive and aggressive plans and is not composed of 
defensive policies. The idea is that the best defensive step is 
to take the offensive. A prompt and widespread promotion of 
a better public understanding is likely to be the best protec- 
tion for the progressive elements of the industry against the 
probability of some stormy outbreaks in 1936. 

There should be definite agreement within the trade, or 
at least an understanding, on what may be called the basic 


_ principles and general policy which the trade seeks. 


GENERAL POLICY—For the growth of the modern 
amusement games industry it will be necessary that new 
definitions of skill and chance be written in keeping with a 
mechanical age; obsolete statutes and court opinions should 
be revised to permit further progress in mechanical amuse- 
ment games. 


2. Merchandise prizes with amusement games having 
an element of skill are both logical and in keeping with the 
best moral standards. The widespread use of merchandise 
prizes with games becomes an actual preventative of worse 
forms of gambling, and the use of merchandise prizes is in 
keeping with modern merchandising practices and has im- 
portant economic possibilities. 


3. Aid and encouragement to the skill amusement games 
industry help thousands of small business enterprises, retail 
stores, and aid employment, a fact that must be seriously 
considered under modern conditions. 


MANU FACTURERS—Much of the responsibility for 
a program of better public relations will rest upon the manu- 
facturers, and particularly the national.association of manu- 
facturers. Leadership and ideas should be furnished by them. 
The work can be shared by the association of distributors 
and by the national association of operators when such is 
formed. 


1. These national organizations should ai their efforts 
in the promotion of more favorable trade publicity in the 
newspapers, general and trade magazines. It is a well-known 
fact that many newspaper men do not understand the situa- 
tion as it affects the amusement games today; much of the 
sensational attacks on the games would disappear if they did. 
Releases of favorable publicity to publications must be ar- 
ranged, and additional contacts made by letter and in a few 
cases by personal call. This work would be done inde- 
pendently of similar work done by local organizations. 

2. These national organizations should unite in an open 
and vigorous policy in favor of merchandise prizes, em- 
phasizing the economic advantages that will accrue to so 
many lines of business. The moral support of the premium 


and novelty fields, firms supplying raw materials and parts, 
retail merchants’ associations and other trade organizations 
sholild be secured as far as possible. 

In plain business language the story should be spread 
that the general use of merchandise prizes with pinball games, 
diggers and cranes will increase employment in thousands of 
small factories turning out novelties, premium goods, etc. 
The coin-machine industry can increase the sales of this type 
of merchandise by 50 per cent, and by the general use of 
merchandise prizes can increase the business of many types 
of retail stores as much as 10 per cent. 

As a business proposition, there probably has never 
been a mechanical amusement device that distributes its bene- 
fits so widely as the modern pinball games with the use of 
merchandise prizes. The national organizations should find 
some way to tell this fact to the country. 

LOCAL ORGANIZATIONS—Upon the local organiza- 
tions depends the work of maintaining a respectable business 
organization and all necessary local contacts with other busi- 
ness organizations, civic groups, newspapers, etc. The repu- 
tation that the trade has generally depends somewhat upon 
the reputation that operators have in their communities. Dis- 
tributors and jobbers with established places of business have 
gained recognition for the trade among the business interests 
of the community, and these distributors and jobbers in many 
cases will be very active in assisting operators’ organizations 
to promote a better public understanding. 


1. The maintenance of a local organization in every city 
possible helps to give the trade some prestige. These organi- 
zations can hold special meetings, invite officials and other 
persons with whom a better understanding is desired. 

2. Local organizations must have a definite program for 


promoting the moral support of merchants and other location 


owners. There is much that the local organization can do to 
secure the co-operation of merchants, all the way from edu- 
cating them to patronize the professional operator to inviting 
them into the organization as associate members. 

3. Every local organization should place good-will ad- 
vertising in the local newspapers. For as little as $10 per 
week a display advertisement can be run weekly that will 
have good effect in explaining the amusement games to the 
public. | 

4. Gifts of games to charitable institutions, public of- 
ficials and prominent persons can be made by local organiza- 
tions at intervals to good effect. Proper arrangements with 
the local newspapers should be made to secure favorable pub- 
licity on such gifts. 

5. Efficient placing and distribution of bulletins, favor- 
able publicity, news releases, etc., sent out by the national 
organizations and the trade press should be given careful 
attention by local organizations. 

6. Pinball tournaments may be used in a few cases to 
secure public attention and promote favorable publicity. 

7. A letter-writing contest on “Why I Like To Play Pin- 
ball,” suggested by an official of a Chicago manufacturing 
firm, appears promising as a means to get favorable attention 
in many cities. It could be promoted by strong local organi- 
zations. Full details of the plan will be given in an early 
issue of The Billboard. 

Much of the work in promoting better public relations 
depends upon good publicity and is, in fact, a publicity job. 
There are not many suggestions in the above program, but 
if such a program were started now and pushed faithfully for 
one year the results should be very encouraging. The next 
step is to get the proper co-ordination between the various 
organizations concerned—and then to finance the work.

Dallas Votes 
Pinball Tax 


DALLAS, June 29.—City of Dallas and 
Dallas County followed the State in tax- 


ing coin machines. Both governments 
attached a $5 per year tax on nickel 
machines and $10 on machines in ex- 
cess of a five-cent play. The State tax 
law was adopted by both the city and 
county offices, with the exception of 
the amount of tax, which under the law 
can be and is half of the State tax. Pro- 
rated for the balance of the year it is 
$2.95 per machine. 

The county tax collector reported that 
$2,678.60 had been collected up to and 
including June 25. The city tax col- 
lector reported $600 in three days. 

G. M. Weaver, Dallas operator, was the 
first to pay his city tax. The ordinance 
was passed June 21 at 3:30 p.m. and at 
10 a.m. the following morning Weaver 
appeared at the tax window, astonish- 
ing the clerks who had to scout around 
and learn all about the new tax law. 

Slot machines, now in litigation in 
the local courts, have been causing 
quite a controversy. The present case 
of Leon Malcomesius is the first in- 
stance in Texas in which a slot-ma- 
chine owner has sought by district 
court action to obtain possession of 
seized machines. In the meantime the 
news of the trial and its progress 
gathers front-page publicity in the lo- 
cal newspapers.

Gambling Is 
Not Immoral 


Report of ‘committee in 
Chicago frankly discussed 
problem of gambling 

@ 


CHICAGO, June 29.—Licensing not 
only of handbooks but of all gambling 
is urged in an open letter sent to 
Gov. Henry Horner and members of the 
State Legislature recently by Prof. 
Ernest W. Burgess, University of Chi- 
cago sociologist. Professor Burgess de- 
clares that such licensing measures 
“would be the greatest step forward 
since the repeal of national prohibition 
in the war against crime.” 


Eight other Chicagoans are Jisted in 
the letter as supporting Professor Bur- 
gess’ stand. Seven are members of the 
Chicago crime commission. They are: 
Frank J. Loesch, president; Henry Bar- 
rett Chamberlin, operating director, and 
William Bartholomay Jr., Newman F. 
Baker, C. W. Bergquist, Gerhardt F. 
Meyne and Nathaniel Leverone. The 
eighth is William A. Schlossman, a 
jewelry merchant, who served with Pro- 
fessor Burgess on the coroner’s jury 
that investigated the murder of Gus 
Winkler, North Side gangster, in 1933. 


Accompanying the letter is a report 
which is an outgrowth of disclosures 
concerning gambling made to the 
Winkler jury, supplemented by a pri- 
vate investigation Professor Burgess has 
carried on ever since. 

The Winkler jury, after summing up 
the evidence of gambling as presented 
before it, recommended a sweeping in- 
vestigation of the situation with a view 
to licensing and regulating gambling 
establishments if anti-gambling laws 
could not be enforced. 

“In the accompanying report,” Pro- 
fessor Burgess writes, “I have summed 
up the evidence in support of the posi- 
tion that gambling is inherent in hu- 
man nature and, therefore, cannot ef- 
fectively be suppressed.” The professor 
points out the instinct as observable in 
young people, and argues that “the 
gambling impulse seems as strong, per- 
haps stronger, in women than in men. 

“Gambling is non-rational behavior, 
but it is not in itself immoral, nor a 
vice unless its excessive indulgence 
causes misery and suffering,” the report 
continues. “The United States with its 
strong Puritan tradition is the only 
large country in the civilized world that 
does not permit and sanction gambling 
on a large scale.” 

The professor declares that it never 
has been possible in Chicago or any 
other large American city to repress 
gambling for long. Gambling has in- 
creased during the depression, Professor 
Burgess says. 

“Tilegal gambling in Chicago,” he 
writes, “is paying large dividends to the 
invisible government of organized 
crime.” He estimates that handbooks 
and policy games pay criminals from 
$11,750,000 to $14,875,000 a year, about 
$500,000 of which is paid in graft to 
police. 

Prohibition proved, Professor Burgess 
says, that it is impossible to make peo- 
ple good by legislation. He criticized 
reformers who, finding no pleasure in a 
non-rational activity such as gambling, 
attempt to prevent others from getting 
such pleasure. 

“The next step in the war on crime,” 
he says, “is to legalize gambling in Chi- 
cago. Legalizing handbooks is only a 
partial solution. All forms of gambling 
should be licensed.” He suggests a ref- 
erendum on an amendment to the State 
Constitution to permit licensing of all 
gambling. 

Summing up, Professor Burgess pre- 
dicts these benefits if Governor Horner 
signs the handbook licensing bill now 
before him: 

Organized crime will receive its most 
crushing blow since repeal. 

The demoralizing effect of graft to 
police will be removed. 

The liaison between stolen bonds and 
handbooks will be removed. 

Handbook operators will return to 
respectability and the police to protec- 
tion of lives and property. 

Funds from gambling will go to the 
schools and to provide more police pro- 
tection for Chicago.

Plan Key States Program 


Members of NADA stress serious legal problems to man- 
ufacturers—suggest co-ordinated program of attack— 
hearty accord reported at session of both orgs 


CHICAGO, June 29.—A “get-together” meeting of distributors and manu- 
facturers here at the Sherman Hotel, June 24, was hailed as one of the most fruitful 
meetings in bringing about plans for closer menufacturer-distributor co-operation 


in the history of the trade. 


The meeting took the form of a banquet at which the 


manufacturers were guests of the National Automatic Distributors’ Association. 
The board of directors and several members cf the NADA had held a two-day session 
here on June 22 and 23 and the decision to invite the manufacturers as guests was 


an aftermath of that meeting. In the 
two-day meeting the distributors formu- 
lated a number of suggestions to make to 
the manufacturers, urging their co- 
operation in meeting legal problems all 
over the ccuntry. Distributors, they said, 
were upon the local scene and could feel 
and appreciate the seriousness of the 
present difficulties much more readily 
than the manufacturers. The program 
of suggestions was presented to the 
manufacturers at the meeting on June 
24 and a general discussion followed. 


The plans suggested by the distributors 
included a joint committee from both 
organizations to map general legal plans 
and strategy. One of the policies sug- 
gested for this legal work was that key 
States be selected and favorable legisla- 
tion pushed in these States. Favorable 
statutes in one key State, they said, would 
spread to adjoining States in a short 
while. This was felt to be a better plan 
than a general hit-or-miss program. 
Committee representing the NADA con- 
sists of David S. Bond, Boston; Bill 
Marmer, Cincinnati, and S. L. Stanley, 
Memphis. Acceptance by the manufactur- 
ers of the plan was readily indicated. 
Other recommendations to the manu- 
facturers were that the manufacturers’ 
association maintain a full-time and 
capable legal authority to handle legal 
problems, that a legal library be main- 
tained and that the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation give special attenticn to the 
problem of better public relations. 


David 8S. Bond, president of the NADA, 
in a press interview, stated that “these 
meetings were called with the express 
purpose of bringing home to the manu- 
facturers the seriousness of the present 
lega! situation. We think they fully 
realize it now and we have been assured 
that the manufacturers as a body are 
more united and in better position to at- 
tack the problems than ever before. Our 
meeting with the manufacturers in- 
dicated a oneness of purpose in doing 
something and I fee! that it has been one 
of the most resultful meetings ever held. 
The distributor and jobber is the logical 
source of advice and he!p to the operator 
and we will carry back to the operators 
the news that a definite program has 
been worked out and that he will have 
help in protecting his business.” 

A conference of the committee rep- 
resenting the two organizations is ex- 
pected to be held shortly after July 4. 
The NADA has established headquarters 
in the LaSalle-Wecker Building, Chicago, 


with R. L Wilds as manager. Head- 
quarters of the national manufacturers’ 
association is also in Chicago.

NEW YORK, June 29.—Supreme Court Judge Aron Steuer, after listening to 
arguments pro and con for two days, announced Tuesday that “crane, claw and 


digger type of machines do not violate 


any provision of the penal law.” This 


momentous decision, already called “tae great victory” by coinmen here, is expected 
to bring about a turning point in the operation of this type of machine in this area. 
The operation of cranes and diggers has been in a disturbed condition for several 
months and finally resulted in an order from the Police Commissioner to remove 


all such machines irom locations. The 
coinmen were given 10 days to prepare 
their case, which was an appeal for an 
injunction to restrain police from en- 
forcing the order of removal of the ma- 
chines, While the court denied the plea 
for an injunction, because cf the pos- 
sibility of individual violations of law, 
the opinion was given that the machines 
do not violate the statutes—called by The 
New York Herald-Tribune “a moral vic- 
tory.” 

The plaintiffs were International 
Mutoscope Reel Company, Inc.; Star Ma- 
chine Manufacturers Company, Inc.; Fred 
A. Blaser and Kurt Uhrig, co-partners 
doing business as Blaser & Uhrig; Buck- 
ley Manufacturing Company; an Illinois 
corporation; Patrick J. Buckley, doing 
business under the name of Digger Im- 
porting Company, vs. Lewis J. Valentine, 
individually and as Police Commissioner 
of the City of New York, defendant. 


While the city may appeal the case, it 
is generally felt that the expense in- 
volved will prevent such acticn. Recom- 
mendation for licensing these machines 
is expected as a possibility from the 
mayor within a few days. 

The ccinmen were represented by 
Joseph Sterling, prominent trial lawyer 
from the firm of Sherman and Goldring, 
and Benjamin H. Haskell, well known to 
coinmen in conducting many favorable 
cases for the machines. The trial brief 
presented by the attorneys offered one 
of the most daring explanations of the 
actual working principles of diggers, 
cranes and claws and how such prite- 
ciples make the devices games of skill. 
Meeting the frequently repeated charges 
that machines are “stacked against the 
players,” the brief declared that “in none 
of these machines is there any mechanical 
device, gadget, or, in fact, any other ele- 
ment that secretly controls or influences 
the operation of the machine or converts 
the grasping device from the point aimed 
at by the customer.” 

Refuting the charges that players could 
not win, attorneys for the coinmen pre- 
sented evidence of the vast amount of 
merchandise being used in these ma- 
chines. Somebody must be winning this 
merchandise, they argued, or else s0 
many firms would not be spending thou- 
sand of dollars to reach this trade. Oper- 
ators of the machines also have the right 
to earn a reasonable profit in business, 
it was contended. 

The brief also presented a wide array 
of legal decisions and opinions on this 
type of machine and the principles in- 
volved in such machines. Due to the im- 
portance of the case, the most complete 
evidence in favor of the machines ever 
assembled was said to be contained in 
this petiticn. 


A Moral Victory 


In reporting the case, The New York 
Herald-Tribune said that “manufactur- 
ers and distributors of the traveling 
crane type of novelty coin machine won 
@ moral victory in Supreme Court when 
Justice Aron Steuer, altho refusing to 
enjoin the Police Department from seiz- 
ing the machines or otherwise interfering 
with their use by the public, ruled thai 
the machines were not in themeelves in 
violation of the State laws outlawing slot 
machines. 

“Altho the machines as such were with- 
in the law, Justice Steuer ruled, it was 
amply shown during the two-day trial 
which preceded the decision that the 
machines could be tampered with in such 
@ way as to take them out of the vending 
machine and game of skill classifications. 
For that reason, the court said, the 


police should have the power of inspec- 
tion to determine whether individual 
machines are violating the law. 


“The effect of placing the prizes in 
an ineffective playing area or of bury- 
ing them too deeply in the sugar-coated 
candy which covers the area over which 
the movable derrick is suspended was 
demonstrated during the trial when 
Lieut. William J. McMahon, of the Police 
Academy, placed a desk clock in the 
candy flush against the front glass. Rob- 
ert Gibbs, general manager of the Digger 
Importing Company, Inc., of 1133 Broad- 
way, one of the firms which sought the 
injunction, inserted a nickel and at- 
tempted 17 times to extricate the clock. 


“When he was unsuccessful he com- 
plained to the court that the machine 
was stacked against him. Charles C. 
Weinstein, assistant corporation counsel, 
who represented the Police Department, 
agreed with Mr. Gibbs and pointed out 
to the court that it was just that—that 
the articles could be stacked against the 
player—to which the Police Department 
objected. 

“The ruling on the legality of the ma- 
chines was sought by the manufacturers 
and distributors after police had made 
numerous confiscations as a result of the 
enactment on May 7 of the Esquirol- 
Robinson amendment to Section 982 
of the Penal Code, which gave police 
broader powers in confiscating slot ma- 
chines. The action was filed early this 
month and received early trial on the plea 
of the distributors that the machines 
are most populer during the summer 
months, the Coney Island arcades and 
other resorts being favorite locations 
for the placing of the machines. 

“The injunction was sought by the 
International Mutoscope Reel Company, 
Inc., of 516 34th street; the Star Machine 
Manufacturers, Inc., of 175 Fifth avenue; 
Fred A. Blaser and Kurt Uhrig, co- 
partners in the firm of Blaser & Uhrig, 
the Buckley Manufacturing Company,

Patrick J. Buckley and the Digger Com- 
pany, all of 1133 Broadway. 

“The police, in opposing the injunc- 
tion, claimed that an extensive study 
made under Thomas W. Rochester, chief 
engineer of the Police Department, 
showed that the construction of the ma- 
chine was such as to take it out of the 
game of ekill class, the jaws of the der- 
rick allegedly being too light to be ef- 
fective, there being ineffective playing 
areas and allegealy unfair synchroniza-

“The manufacturers and distributors, 
‘gratified’ by the court's ruling, hastily 
got out an announcement in which they 
said that their machines afford employ- 
ment to 1,000 mechanics in New York 
City alone. The ‘diggers,’ as the devices 
are known, serve, according to a state- 
ment, ‘not only as a diverting pastime 
in tests of ingenuity and skill, but also 
in vending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of merchandise annually.”

Louisiana To Grab Games 
Unless License Is Paid 


NEW ORLEANS, June 29.—Confisca- 
tion of pin games and other similar 
coin devices will begin July 1 unless 
proper State licenses are paid, J. L. 
Rucker, assistant State supervisor of 
public accounts, announced this week. 
Mr. Rucker said that licenses must be 
affixed to the tables in a prominent 
place. 

His full statement: 


“The occupational license law and 
regulations promulgated by the super- 
visor of public accounts requires a 
separate license for each marble or coin 
machine, pin table, claw machine, 
cigaret booster machine, electric phono- 
graph and piano and all other similar 
machines, and that such license must 
be affixed to the. machine so that it 
cannot be removed or attached to any 
other machine. Machines having no 
serial number must have a number 
painted or scratched on it correspond- 

with the number on -the license 
issued for said machine. 


“Notice is hereby given that begin- 
ning July 1 any such machines which 
may be found without licenses affixed 
as required, the same will be seized and 
confiscated. 


“Notice is hereby given that under 
Act 14 of the first extra session of the 
Louisiana Legislature of 1935, it is un- 
lawful for any person to permit any 
such machine as described above to be 
maintained in his store or place or busi- 
ness without such license being at- 
tached to the machine under a penalty 
of a fine or imprisonment.”

to be making progress and was reported 
favorably to the Senate, has now re- 
ceived a setback, and immediate con- 
sideration has been blocked by Senator 
Copeland, of New York, supported by 
Senator Wagner, also of New York, and 
Vandenberg, of Michigan.

Chance To Extend Horizon 


The agricultural fair should round 


out its diversity of public interest with 
more commercial or industrial exhibits. 
We often refer to the fair as a “com- 
munity enterprise,” as well as the “show 
window of community activities.” As 
such the fair should be more truly 
representative of the interests, indus- 
tries, enterprises, business, social activi- 
ties and accomplishments of the com- 
munity. There are so many factors 
entering into the life of any community, 
no matter how small, that the horizon 
of the agricultural fair is only limited 
by the vision of its officers. 


While it might appear to the biased 
observer that our agricultural fairs for 
the last few years seem to be swinging 
more to the sensational and sportive 
instincts of human desires at the ex- 
pense of the educational, intellectual 
and helpful aims, it is still true that 
folks have not lost their interest in 
labor-saving devices, improved farm 
tools, new creations in house paint or 
longer wearing stockings. 

Chain letters, pari-mutuel betting and 
foreign sweepstakes may seem to be 
holding public attention in the inter- 
national and inherent desire to get 
somewhere without work or wages, but 
back of it all is the quest for better 
living conditions in the form of material 
things—the things the local merchant 
carries on his shelves and the products 
of farm and factory of the local com- 
munity. 

On account of this quest for more 
physical comforts, why should not every 
effort be exerted by our fair officials to 
attempt to interest every business con- 
cern, whether local or national, to the 
advertising value of the fair? And fairs 
have advertising value because people 
go to them, and where there are people 
there are prospective customers for food, 
shelter and clothing, as well as for cos- 
metics, chewing gum and a thousand to 
one shot on Black Beauty’s great, great 
granddaughter.

There is no 
federal endowment, the corporation 
would be non-profit-making. 

Its purpose, as expressed in the bill, is 
“the presentation of theatrical produc- 
tions of the highest type, the stimula- 
tion of public interest in the drama as 
an art belonging both to the theater 
and to literature and thereby to be en- 
joyed both on the stage and in the 
study; the advancement of interest in 
the drama thruout the United States 
of America by furthering the production 
of the best plays, interpreted by the 
best actors, at a minimum cost; the 
further development of the study of 
drama of the past and present in our 
universities, colleges, schools and else- 
where; the sponsoring, encouraging and 
developing of the art and technique of 
the theater thru a school within the 
National Academy.” 

National Theater as in ted has 
nothing to do with the various national 
theater schemes advance by Eva Le 
Gallienne and others. Plans, as origi- 
nally announced, include production in 
an established national theater of a dis- 
tinguished repertory, the establishment 
of the above-mentioned school prob- 
ably in Washington, and the touring of 
plays that are successful in the National 
Theater. It was also announced that 
commercial managers who wanted tie- 
ups could have their plays sent out 
under the same auspices if they were 
approved by the NT. 

The list of incorporators is made up 


of society and art people, all dilletantes 
in the field of the theater, thus taking 
the National Theater, as established, 
entirely out of the hands of profession- 
al show people.

Sportlands for 
Theater Lounges 


NEW YORK, June 29.—A company has 
been formed here to open sportlands in 
the large theater lounges under the 
management of the theater’s own em- 
ployees. They plan the finest type of 
equipment and nationally advertised 
merchandise for display. The company 
will also endeavor to interest theaters 
all over the country in the sportshops. 

It is their belief that this extra rev- 
enue is necessary to the large motion 
picture palaces and they have made ar- 
rangements with some of the larger 
chains for the lounges and parts of the 
lobbies and also for screen features in- 
troducing the new amusement to the 
patrons. 

The general belief here is that such 
spots should prove profitable to the the- 


aters because of the development of the 
sportland industry, the cooling systems 


in use in the theater and the fact that 
they are made so pleasant as a lounging 
place for the public.

wherever possible by the Sportlands. These lower levels can prove them 
selves unusually profitable in the busier spots and also prevent crowding abou 
the games on the ground level. 

An arrangement of this sort exists at the Sports Palace, 52d street an 
Broadway, New York, and is considered the best of any yet seen. The entranc 
to the lower level of the Palace is from the front door entrance on Broadwa 
This sort of entrance insures less crowding at the doorway. 

Such an arrangement would also be ideal for other Broadway spots. 
few are planning them at this time. It is also believed that such a spot w 
do most of its business on the upper floors and a goodly share of the busine 
on the lower level. 

Lower levels are also inducing many new players of games who do n 
like too much attention from the passing public. The inexperienced player 
now in the category of the amateur in general sports. 

He does not care to invite the eyes of the professional nor does he wa 
too much attention while learning the game. Once he becomes skillful he 
nonchalantly engage the busiest game in the spot and show the other boys a 
girls just how to really shoot the clusive marble.

Another feature of a lower level is the fact that it adds so much to t 
play of the games and gives the owner an opportunity to display his showma 
ship. He can interest the public in his spot by giving them more space 
wander about in and create new thrills for their amusement by using differe 
types of machines and concessions for this purpose. 

It is also suggested by some that the lower level be devoted to ¢ 
use of chess and checker concessions. This gives the players of these gama 
which require deep concentration, an opportunity for more quiet quarters. 

Others also suggest the use of more athletic equipment to interest t 
adults in the neighborhood in ping-pong, table tennis, etc., which will alw 
be popular. 

Rifle shooting galleries can be revived by this method and the use 
prizes in conjunction with the shooting is certainly to be looked upon % 
skill achievement.

We have taken 
every precaution to see that the game ts 
mechanically perfect. It has been put 
thru severe factory tests and we have 
a number on actual locations which 
have brought out little faults here and 
there. These faults have been adjusted, 
and when we present this game to the 
public we can do so with the feeling 
that there’s not a ‘bug’ in a carload. 
We expect to announce its release date 
very shortly and until that time I can 
heartily assure all of my friends in the 
coin-machine industry that it will be 
worth their while to wait for this new 
baseball game.”

CHICAGO, June 29.—Sales tax laws 
are on the books of more than half of 
the States in the Union, according to a 
survey completed by the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board. This repre- 
sents a net increase of 21 States since 
April, 1932, when the board’s previous 
survey was made. At that time only 
three States, Mississippi, North Carolina 
and West Virginia, imposed retail or 
general sales taxes. 


Most of the laws approved in the last 
few years have been adopted as tem- 
porary measures, their primary purpose 
being to afford some degree of relief to 
State governments confronted with seri- 
ous fiscal problems. 

The conference board points out that 
a characteristic of recent sales tax laws 
is their lack of uniformity. There is not 
even approximate similarity among the 
States in respect to taxable objects, ex- 
emptions, rates or rate schedules and 
other features. 

Two types of sales tax laws are on 
the books of South Dakota, Washington 
and West Virginia. In South Dakota 4 
retail sales tax will become effective on 
July 1, when the gross income tax ex- 
pires. In Washington and West Virginia 
retail sales taxes are imposed simul- 
taneously with taxes on a broader base. 

GENERAL SALES TAXES 

Of the taxes now in effect 3 are 
Classified as general sales taxes, 2 as 
gross receipts taxes, 3 as gross income 
taxes and 17 as retail sales taxes, ex- 
clusive of the New Jersey and South 
Dakota retail sales tax laws, which do

not become effective until July 1. The 
States in the various classifications are 
as follows: 

General sales taxes—Arizona, North 
Carolina and Washington. 

Gross receipts taxes—Mississippi and 
New Mexico. 

Gross income taxes—Indiana, 
Dakota and West Virginia. 

Retail sales taxes—Arkansas, Califor- 
nia, Colorado, Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, Michigan, Missouri, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Utah, 
Washington, West Virginia and Wyom- 
ing. After July 1 New Jersey and South 
Dakota will be included in this group 
as well. 

Special taxes measured by sales that 
are not included in this compilation are 
the New Mexico retail merchants’ gradu- 
ated tax, Pennsylvania license tax, Con- 
necticut tax on unincorporated mercan- 
tile and manufacturing businesses, the 
Delaware merchants’ and manufacturers’ 
license taxes and the Louisiana license 
taxes, none of which are important 
sources of revenue or related to recent 
developments in the field of sales taxes. 


RATES VARY 

The rates for State retail sales taxes 
now imposed vary from one-half of 1 
per cent in Missouri to 3 per cent in 
Kentucky, Michigan and Ohio. In Illi- 
nois the rate will be increased from 2 
per cent to 3 per cent on July 1. The 
most common rate is 2 per cent. With 
the exception of Utah, which taxes malt 
products at a special rate of 10 per cent, 
the rates in the various States for retail 
sales taxes are uniform with respect to 
all taxable objects. 


Taxable objects vary widely in the dif- 
ferent States. California, Illinois and 
Ohio tax sales of tangible personal prop- 
erty only, while in Indiana, Mississippi, 
South Dakota and West Virginia tax 
also gross receipts from utility services, 
amusements, communications, advertis- 
ing, wholesale sales, the value of the 
output of extractive industries and serv- 
ice and miscellaneous incomes. 

Exemptions are generally limited to 
those transactions beyond the power of 
the States to tax, such as sales in inter- 
state commerce and to sales of artig 
cles already heavily taxed, such as 
cigarets and gasoline. A few States 
exempt sales of foodstuffs to ease the 
burden on the poor. 

The proceeds are allocated in a variety 
of ways, with local government receiving 
a share in most States. Relief and 
schools get the bulk. 

Altho a majority of the laws have 
definite dates of expiration, it would be 
incorrect, the conference board points 
out, to assume that after the emergency 
has ceased the sales tax laws will be 
eliminated. In some States both admin- 
istrators and the public seem convinced 
that a sales tax is not an unmitigated 
evil, especially when combined judi- 
ciously with other forms of taxation. 

Finally, in a number of States the 
return of prosperous conditions will not 
necessarily mean the resumption of a 
normal flow of revenues from the tax 
system as formerly constructed. Limita- 
tions on property tax levies already 
adopted and the strength of this move- 
ment indicate that sales taxes may be 
retained indefinitely in certain States 
because no practicable alternative exists. 


Plan To Amend 
Ksquirol Law 


NEW YORK, June 29.—One of the 
most important discussions at a recent 
meeting of the Metropolitan Skill Games 
Board of Trade, Inc., was presented on 
the floor by Attorney Theodore Blatt, 
who stated that it.would be to the best 
interests of the New York coin machine 
world to seek an amendment to the 
present Esquirol-Robinson Bill, known 
as Section 982 to the Penal Code, where- 
in diggers and pin games would be ex- 
cepted from the general interpretation 
of the bill. 

Attorney Blatt is convinced that such 
an amendment to the bill will once and 
for all prevent molestation of games now 
operating. He also stated that the very 
fact that Senator Esquirol has toured 
the State with coin machine leaders 
and explained everywhere that his bill 
Was not meant to include pin games and

diggers is certainly sufficient reason for 
such an amendment to clarify the bill 
itself. 

Further facts are that machines seized 
by the police under this section in this 
and other territories in New York State 
have generally been ruled not in ac- 
cordance with Section 982. It is there- 
fore the belief of Attorney Blatt that at 
the next session of the Assembly at Al- 
bany this matter be taken up and such 
an amendment written into the bill. 

It is also reliably stated that Senator 
Esquirol will assist the coin machine 
attorneys in this situation and that 
there will be a definite provision for pin 
games and diggers written into law. 


Illinois House Erases 
List of Over 700 Bills 


CHICAGO, June 29.—Before recessing 
for the week-end on June 21, reports 
reaching here say that the Illinois house 
of representatives struck from its cal- 
endar a large number of bills and also 
killed 700 measures which were pending 
before committees. However, Senate 
bills in committee were spared. The 
action of the house was to clear the way 
for a final drive during the week of 
June 24. Sine die adjournment is ex- 
pected June 29 or 30. 

Opinions current this week in coin 
machine circles here, based on latest 
reports from the State Capital, were 
that all coin-machine bills in the Legis- 
lature were “dead” for this session. 


Newspapers May 


Be Inconsistent 


CHICAGO, June 29.—Strongly sup- 
porting the Illinois bill to license hand- 
books, The Chicago Daily Times in a 
recent editorial frankly admitted that 
newspapers have catered to and en- 
couraged gambling on the races all over 
the country by publishing news of the 
races, betting odds, etc. Operators of 
pinball games have found that many 
newspapers ‘which oppose pinball games 
as gambling devices encourage gambling 
on the races, sports, etc., by publishing 
sporting news. 

“All the Chicago newspapers cater to 
the patrons of handbooks,” said The 
Chicago Daily Times editorially. “They 
print entries, results, odds, jockeys and 
selections. They hire experts to pre- 
dict how tomorrow’s races are going to 
be run and give information about the 
condition of the horses and the track. 

“The papers right now are giving their 
picks not only for Washington Park, a 
few miles south of Chicago, but for 
Rockingham Park, Salem, N. H.; Latonia, 
Covington, Ky., and the tracks at De- 
troit and Aqueduct, N. Y. Certainly our 
sports department isn’t telling you what 
it thinks Royal Sport is going to do at 
Latonia with the idea that you are go- 
ing to get into a plane and fly to Cov- 
ington to place a bet. The track experts 
know that if you are interested in Royal 
Sport you are going to patronize a Chi- 
cago bookie.” 

Operators’ organizations are pointing 
out the inconsistency in newspapers 
that encourage gambling on the races 
by publishing racing news and at the 
same time attack pinball games as gam- 
bling devices. It is a rank form of 
newspaper unfairness, they say. 


St. Paul Attorney Acts 


To Halt Games Seizure 


ST. PAUL, June 29.—An injunction to 
halt seizure by police of non-automatic 
pinball machines was being sought here 
today by Eugene M. O'Neill, attorney for 
more than 40 owners and operators of 
the machines. 

The recently adjourned Ramsey Coun- 
ty grand jury reported that it desired a 
test to determine legality of the ma- 
chines and suggested licensing them if 
they are legal. Immediately following 
this T. C. Miller, owner of a restaurant 
in which several machines were in op- 
eration, voluntarily submitted to arrest 
in order to bring a test case. 

His case was brought before Judge 
John W. ¥inehout in Municipal Court 
here Thursday. Judge Finehout con- 
tinued the case until July 5 and said 
that it may be dismissed then because 
he “does not believe it is a good test 
case.” 

Meanwhile Axel Cardelli, proprietor of 
a place in which a policeman said he 
played a machine (and incidentally won 
a quarter), was thrown into jail. He al- 
so was to be tried in Municipal Court.

To the country operators who claim 
few benefits have been received from 
the association, may we ask how many 
cities would be operating now if Min- 
neapolis were closed? 

We might add that 85 per cent of 
the money raised by the association for 
fighting these cases to date has come 
from Minneapolis and St. Paul. 

We need every single operator in Min- 
nesota as a member of the association 
now. Dues are only $3 a month, with 
initiation fee of $2. 

Is it not worth that small amount 
to finance an association whose only 
expenses are legal fees? 

Remember, every case won or lost af- 
fects every operator in the State. 

Action is imperative now and the 
members of the Minnesota Skill Game 
Operators’ Association urgently ask that 
all operators in the State come into the 
association so that we will be equipped 
to fight the battle on all fronts at all 
times. 

We ask the operators of Minnesota 
where can they hope to operate if their 
capital city rules against pin games?

(Editorial in Plattsburg (N. Y.) Daily Press, June 16) 


Recent years seem to have been planned especially for the 
purpose of “lending aid and comfort to the enemy,” the “enemy” 
in this particular case being the pessimist. The economic situ- 
ation, or the political situation, or the economo-politico situ- 
ation has been such that the most pronounced “calamity howl- 
er” has had ammunition and to spare.

Project for this summer calls for two 
drama performances weekly in various 
high school auditoriums in the metro- 
politan area and two night performances 
each week in the Greek Theater in Grif- 
fith Park. Prodvctions will provide work 
for actors, managers, technicians and 
various others. Also during the summer 
three vaudeville shows of two hours each 
will be presented. 

Summer project starts the second year 
of the plan. First year ended May 1 and 
during the 12 months more than $280,000 
was paid out in wages to unemployed 
theatrical workers now on relief in the 
Los Angeles sector. At present more than 
852 persons are given employment in vari- 
ous drama and entertainment projects, 
states J. Howard Miller, supervisor of the 
drama department of the County Relief 
Association. 

To date Miller’s department has spon- 
sored over 700 theatrical performances, 
with an average weekly pay roll of $8,500. 
Actors are paid at the rate of 75 cents 
per hour and given a minimum of $22 
per month for those without dependents, 
increased according to the number in the 
family. Work is divided so that an actor 
may be acting one week and the next 
week be the usher on another produc- 
tion. Rehearsals are two hours in length 
daily and cast is paid at the hour rate. 
Productions are offered on the same scale 
as professional offerings, with over 2,200 
costumes used during the past year and 
produced in another department of the 
relief association for an average cost of 
50 cents each. Sets and art work over 
the past year cost less than $2,800 and 
were all produced by carpenters and 
artists on relief.

The unanimous decision of the 
United States Supreme Court declaring 
the NRA unconstitutional was a just 
decision. It was the legal interpreta- 
tion of the law as the highest legal 
body in the land decided. 


That decision, however, must not be 
misconstrued as a judgment on the 
merits of the NRA. The decision merely 
stated that certain sections of the NRA 
were not in accordance with our Con- 
stitution. 


I don’t believe that the country is 
“going to the dogs” because of this dee 
cision or because of any other decisions 
that will be made now, tomorrow or any 
time. Political or legal decisions, as 
serious as they appear to be, have only 
a limited ultimate influence on the 
natural conduct of a nation. However, 
that some readjustments must take 
place immediately in business is ap- 
parent due to certain human forces 
which might take advantage of the 
situation and go to extremes to the 
detriment of the nation. 


Many newspapers have shouted edi- 
torial comment rejoicing on the abolish- 
ment of the NRA and the new oppor- 
tunities present, but they don’t say 
what the new opportunities for the 
business man are. Certain manufac- 
turers are waving their arms as tho 
shackles had been loosened from their 
wrists but give no definite answer as 
to the reason for their celebrating. My 
observation thus far in buying certain 
items for this company has been that a 
general chiseling price war has been 
started by salesmen calling on me, and 
that is resulting in confusion and dis- 
organization within those ranks. 


It is all right for political enemies 
of the Administration to be elated at 
the decision. They are politicians with 
their reasons for feeling as they do. On 
the other hand, we are engaged in the 
manufacturing, distributing and oper- 
ating of coin-operated machines and 
our main concern should be as to what 
effect this decision will have on our 
industry. 

I am sure of three separate sections in 
the NRA codes which brought consider- 
able hardship to certain businesses and 
individuals. I am also certain that no 
matter what takes place in life, whether 
by natural or human forces, someone 
always suffers. It is not possible by 
any means to suggest anything where 
the human element tis involved which 
would not be detrimental to some peo- 
ple. So in pursuing any problem or 
any code or any conduct of business we 
must admit right from the beginning 
that it will not work to the benefit of 
all alike. 

During the past year and a half I 
have carefully watched the progress of 
the code authority of the Coin Machine 
Manufacturers’ Association as it put 
the codes into effect in this industry. 
I have admired the effort and the suc- 
cessful results it has brought about. I 
know that it helped to increase the pay 
rolls of our factory and other factories 
in our industry. I know we paid higher 
hourly rates to our workers, and so did 
others in our industry. We paid higher 
prices for what we bought, but in turn 
we got higher quality, and in the long 
run it was good economy. We got away 
from trying to see how cheap we could 
produce our products, in order to meet 
competitive prices, to how good. 

I sincerely believe that with all the 
frailties, shortcomings and mistakes of 
the NRA it was a lot better than to 
have it completely destroyed. Political 
enemies of the Administration who 
brought the issue to the Supreme Court 
were motivated by selfish and greedy 
objectives. They showered upon us 
waves of oratorical “hokum” to make 
us believe that because one or two of 
the apples in the crate were bad that 
the whole crate of apples should be 
thrown in the ash can. 

I am not so much concerned as to 
who is going to win the next election 
as Iam with the growth of my company 
and the coin-machine industry in gen- 
eral and what the effect of this decision 
will be on employment, production and 
sales in this industry. 

The effect of the Supreme Court de- 
cision will be materially exaggerated by 
the small minority in this industry who 
were originally opposed to it. For that 
reason those of us who believe in the

President and his program should or- 
Banize and establish some gentlemen's 
agreement to retain the things set forth 
in our code which have proved bene- 
ficial to the majority. 

I can recall many instances in the 
past where Presidents have been criti- 
cized for making what appeared to some 
people to be wrong decisions. Those 
critics forgot to consider the fact that 
a drowning man is not so much con- 
cerned with the method of rescue as 
long as you save his life. You may have 
taken your neighbor’s boat without ask- 
ing his permission to save the person 
from drowning. In the technical eyes 
of the law it would be stealing. If it 
came to an issue any judge would find 
you guilty for taking the boat without 
the consent of the owner, but as to the 
punshment hardly anyone would de- 
mand it. 

All I know its that every dime most of 
us had in the world was tied up in 
closed banks so we could not spend it 
in the spring of 1933. Our heads were 
barely above water, and in that crisis 
nobody else came to the front with a 
better suggestion for clearing up the 
mess. 

I was one of the millions of American 
citizens who heard the President, in his 
first radio talk, submit the New Deal 
by saying, “I expect to make many mis- 
takes.” I realized when I heard that 
that President Roosevelt was “talking 
turkey” with me and with the count- 
less millions. You will agree with me 
that no human being is free frora error. 
We are willing to admit that there were 
mistakes in spite of the fact that you 
and I probably have not felt the effect 
of those mistakes in our business and 
social environment. 

Let us not be misled by political 
propaganda and go from one extreme 
to the other, because nothing in the 
world is so bad that some good cannot 
be derived from its application. 

There has been considerable good 
work and hard-earned money invested 
in the NRA. It has been a life-saver for 
many industries and many workers. Its 
good points are greater by many fold 
than its bad points. For that reason we 
suggest that those responsible for the 
application of the code in this industry 
should bring together the various 
agencies and committees and begin a 
reconstruction program to salvage the 
good things which that program brought 
forth. Unless this is done without delay 
the current of dogmatism of the small 
minority will sweep the very foundation 
from under the good work which thus 
far has been accomplished in this in- 
dustry and lead us back to the con- 
fusion and disorder which prevailed in 
days past.

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Coinmen in Capual City Approve 
General Drive for Organization 


support and keen interest were expressed 
by Capital City operators in response to 
Silver Sam’s recent editorial entitled 
“Public Policy” appearing in The Bill- 
board, which as they put it, “strongly 
and adequately” brought out not only 
the benefits but the absolute necessity 
for organization within the industry in 
an effort to build up a defense mechan- 
ism against harsh newspaper criticism, 
as well as a means of setting public 
opinion in the right track regarding 
pinball games. 

Practically every operator contacted by 
The Billboard correspondent placed 
much stress upon the fact that the 
Capital City would be the logical place 
for the formation of an association to 
protect the interests of the coin-machine 
industry, which has now grown to a 
point where it may be considered one 
of the big industrial enterprises of our 
day. 

The coin-machine industry would not 
be the first to defeat its own purpose 
thru lack of organized co-operation 
within its own ranks. Growing mis- 
understanding in the public mind in re- 
laticn to the pinball game has long 
loomed before the industry as a formid- 
able adversary, and manufacturers, as 
well as operators, would be poor soldiers 
should they fail to take the proper 
course of action in their own defense. 

First and perhaps most significant of 
the Capital City’s pinball men to express 
his ardent support for the association 
theory was Roger (Buck) Ross, of the 
Oriole Distributing Compahy, who for 
the last year has supplied many Wash- 
ington operators with pinball games, and 
by virtue of his close association with 
them has his finger close upon the pulse 
beats of the trade. 

“An organized association bending 
every effort toward giving the true pic- 
ture of the pinball game to the public 
would perhaps be the greatest aid the 
industry could have,” Mr. Ross said. 

“The majority of public opinion con- 
cerning the pinball game today is that 
it is a racket,” Mr. Ross continued, “and 
it is high time that the American pub- 
lic was made cognizant of the fact that 
pinball operators, distributors and 
manufacturers are ordinary business 
men out to make a living in a legitimate 
business as hundreds of other law-abid- 
ing citizens are doing. 

“No clear-thinking business man 
would encourage gambling, since he 
would instantly realize the moral and 
economic destruction which would 
eventually result from such a procedure. 
It is the duty of every member of the 
coin-machine industry to protect his 
daily bread thru organization, just as 
the poultry dealers banded together in 
New York and crushed the racketeer who 
had drained them for so-called protece 
tion. 

“Purthermore,” Mr. Ross concluded, 
“it would mean unity of price and fair 
competition within the industry itself, 
for it is obviously more intelligent for 
two men to reach a friendly agreement 
than to have them try to snow each 
other out of the picture entirely thru 
cutthroat competition.” 

Another Capital City operator to lend 
his support to the formation of an as- 
sociation was Joseph A. Blanken, pro- 
prietor of the Washington Skill Game 
Center, who said that he had many 
times in the past considered the bene- 
fits which would be derived thru the 
organization of a properly operated as- 
sociation which could not help working 
out to the mutual advantage of those 
concerned. 

“Silver Sam is without question on 
the right track,” Mr. Blanken stated. 
“IT have suggested the association idea 
to one or two other operators of pinball 
games here in the city and they are 
more than in accord with it. 

“As pinball grows in popularity there 
is bound to come a day when representa- 
tion of the industry will become an ab- 
solute necessity for its preservation, and 
I don’t think we should waste any more 
time in getting into action.” 

Carl Barlow, of Playland, showed his 
usual broad vision. Mr. Barlow pictured 
the association from a national stand- 
point as well as a local one, stating that 
an association would protect the oper- 
ators in the entire industry as a whole. 

“where there’s union there’s strength,” 
Mr. Barlow quoted the old adage. “There 
can be no question regarding the possi- 
bilities of such an association, contain- 
ing the proper legal representation. I 


would like nothing better than to see 
such an organization materialize with, 
for instance, a man like Michael PF. 
Keogh, former assistant United States 
attorney, as its representative. 

“In view of the fact that taxation is 
just arcund the corner, it is only fair 
from the standpoint of the operators 
that they be represented in this matter. 
As citizens operating in business enter- 
prises we naturally want to co-operate 
with the government in the matter of a 
fair tax. However, an industry as large 
and far-reaching as ours most certainly 
should have representation should any 
legislation be passed.” 

Nick Gouzoulis, Owner and operator of 
Prizeland, another of the Capital City's 
leading pinball establishments, also 
joined the vanguard of operators inter- 
ested in founding an honest, square- 
shooting association. 

“I am without question in favor of 
the association idea,” Mr. Gouzoulis said. 
“A properly run association could do 
many things for us operators. We would 
welcome it with open arms and stand 
behind it 100 per cent.” 

Mr. Gouzoulis pointed out, however, 
that while the idea of organizing was 
a good one, he felt it would be difficult 
to start it, since a previous attempt in 
this connection had proved unsuccess- 
ful 


“There is no question of doubt that a 
properly run and well-regulated organ- 
ization could do much toward molding 
public opinion and fighting harsh and 
unfair newspaper and other unfair at- 
tacks against the pinball game. We 
have a lezitimate business, and it's up 
to us to protect and fight for it. The 
association seems to be the obvious 
medium thru which to achieve our pur- 
pose.” 


Uses Letters to Editor 


HENDERSON, N. C., June 29.—Making 
use of the “Letters to the Editor” col- 
umn, a friendly word for pinball games 
appeared in The Raleigh (N. C.) News 
and Observer June 21: 

“To the Editor: There has been very 
little editorial criticism in the papers of 
our State concerning the pinball games 
now lawfully operated and apparently 
no reason why there should be. Judging 
by the number in operation and number 
of people who play them, they are favor- 
ably established as an innocent game 
of skill, furnishing entertainment for 
the players who no doubt find it in 
keeping with their investments. And 
practically no opposition to them has 
gone up by the masses, most of it 
coming from a few misinformed moral 
radicals who would outlaw anything 
not presented under their auspices.

Why ticket-issuing games? This ques- 

tion can pest be answered by consider- 
ing the problems that operators of the 
regular type of pin game are now en- 
countering. With the ordinary pin game 
the services of the location owner or 
of his clerk are required to check up 
the score of the player. 

The ticket-issuing game saves the 
time of the merchant and his clerks.

Thus fer the reaction of those con- 
tacted has been more than favorable and 
should be a heartening indication to the 
industry that, despite the numerous con- 
flicting rumors to the contrary, church 
leaders are looking toward pinball and 
skill game centers definitely as a sporting 
medium of amusement and nothing else. 

“Experience has taught us that all in- 
terference from outside an industry helps 
but little,” Dr. Metz stated, “and only 
results in blatant gambling carried on 
under cover. Therefore skill games upon 
an amusement and sporting basis should 
be allowed to operate unimpeded out in 
the open as they are doing at the present 
time.” 


Rabbi Metz pointed out that the only 
alternative the skill game industry may 
take in the present instance is to resort 
to education of the public mind along 
the right lines, rather than passing 
legislation, which we have learned from 
experience has not proved successful. 

“We all remember the chaotic condi- 
tion resulting from the prohibition law,” 
Dr, Metz continued. “There clearly was 
an instance where a commodity was in 
great public wemand and legislation was 
passed whereby hitherto law-abiding 
citizens were turned into lawbreakers. 
Shortly following the birth of the boot- 
legger. came the bloody regime of the 
racketeer, and contemporary society will 
live many years before his activities can 
be erased from its memory.” 

“The pinball game, as I see it,” said Dr. 
Metz, “is a harmless and entertaining 
form of amusement, from an adult stand- 
foint. I cannot approve of minors par- 
ticipating in the games since I feel that 
due to the inexperience of the average 
child, the game might easily distort in 
their minds the idea of getting something 
for nothing. Manufacturers themselves 
must certainly realize the importance 
of this feature of the industry and should 
help in enforcing legislation prohibiting 
minors to play the games.” 

Dr. Metz declared that in some in- 
stances he had seen children playing the 
games and felt that if the practice was 
allowed to continue it would not be long 
before public opinion would turn def- 
initely against the sport. 

“I believe also that for the best in- 
terests of the industry as a whole, both 
operators and manufacturers should 


make every effort to eliminate any gam- 
bling which may evolve out of the pin- 
bali game. 

“At the same time,” Dr. Metz asserted, 
“allow me to state as an individual that 
IT can see no difference in placing side 
bets on a horse race, or a baseball game, 
than on pinball; however, public opinion 
is essentially different. The gambling 
instinct is deeply ingrained in human 
psychology and will no doubt present a 
serious problem to the industry, but it 
most certainly can and should be con- 
trolled, using the element of matching 
one’s skill against a mechanical device for 
the satisfaction of conquering it, rather 
than for the reward of getting something 
for nothing.” 

“Unfortunately for or society and the 
progress of civilization everyone is not 
an artist who can find a medium of self- 
expression thru some particular art, 
either music, painting or writing,” Dr. 
Metz said. “Therefore the great majority 
of people must necessarily turn to golf, 
baseball, football and in recent years the 
pinball game fora natural outlet.” 

Dr. Metz stated tnat there were mil- 
lions of dcllars leaving this country each 
year on foreign lotteries and sweepstakes. 
“Why then,” he asks, “since the Ameri- 
can public reacts favorably toward these 
things, should they not be operated in 
this country? The pinball game oper- 
ated from a sporting standpoint is fun, 
as well as healthy entertainment. We pay 
money to see baseball games, prize fights 
and wrestling matches, therefore I can see 
no reason why anyone should object to 
paying for the pinball game, which if we 
can judge from the number of game 
centers and machines in various stores 
most certainly must be entertaining to 
the public,” he asserted. 

The Adas Israel Synagogue is widely 
known here in the Capital City and Dr. 
Metz’s sound philosophy in relation to our 
present-day social and economic scheme 
has received much favorable comment 
in the press of the nation's capital.
